Lord Rosebery’s statement that a 
peace emissary was flogged and murder- 
ed is declared by Dr. Leyds to be 
“wholly unwarrantable.”

Dr. Leyds declares that Morgendaal, 
who was flogged, court-martialed, and 
shot, was not a peace envoy, but entered 
a Boer camp in order to induce the men 
to desert. 


ASQUITH SUPPORTS ROSEBERY 


Adheres to the Policy Laid Down by the 
Ex-Premier — Campbell-Bannerman 
May Be. Asked to Retire. 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—The Right Hon. Her- 
bert H. Asquith, M. P., addressing a meet- 
ing at Wolverhampton last night, strongly 
endorsed Lord Rosébery’s”*’ Chesterfield 
speech. 

Mr. Asquith said the ex-Prémier had 
transformed and defined the political situa- 
tion, and that he did not hesitate to say 
that he (Mr. Asquith) adhered without sub- 
stantial reservation to the policy laid down 
by Lord Rosebery. 

The Midlothian Liberal Association, of 
which the late Mr. Gladstone and Lord 
Rosebery have been Presidents, and when 
has frequently led Liberal opinion, pub- 
lishes a resolution which is regarded in 
some quarters as tantamount to an invita- 
tion to Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, the 
Liberal leader in the House of Commons, 
to retire from the leadership. 

The resolution acknowledges the great 
services of Sir Henry, but immediately aft- 
erward it welcomes with the greatest sat- 
isfaction the return of Lord Rosebery to 
active political life, and profoundly trusts 
that his gifts and statesmanship will again 
be placed at the disposal of the party. 


DE LA REY IN STRAITS? 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—It is learned that the 
War Office has come into possession of a 
cipher telegram purporting to have been 
sent by the Commandant De La Rey, stat- 
ing that he could not hold out longer than 
January. 

The War Office is taking a more hopeful 
view of the war than it has taken at any 
previous time. 


MANY NEW ZEALAND VOLUNTEERS

ANIMALS FOR BRITISH ARMY. 


143,050 Horses and Mules Sent from 
New Orleans Since the War Began 
—Valued at $13,483,052.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 19.—The exporta- 
tien of horses and mules from New Or- 
leans during the past two years has, it is 
believed, been larger than that from any 


other port in the history of the world dur- 
ing the same length of Ume. 

A report of the exports from New Or- 
leans to south Africa from Oct. 1, 1899, to 
Nov. 30, 1901, shows the total valuation 
of all horse and mule cargoes to have been 
$13,483,052. This is exclusive of feed, which 
amounted in value to $992,618. 

The total number of horses and mules 
shipped was 144,050, of which 75,991 were 
horses. Only two shipments went to Por- 
tuguese Africa. 

Each week now shows larger shipments 
and increased activity on the part of the 
large corps of British agents in this 
country.

TRUSTED GITY GLERK 
h BIG. DEFAULTER 


Charles P. Chipp of the Finance 
Department Arrested. 


His Double Life Exposed—His Wife 
and City Officials Once Before Con- 
doned His Offenses—His Statement. 


Charles P. Chipp, who for a score of years 
was a trusted official in the Finance De- 
partment, was arrested last evening. He 
will have to answer to charges of abstract- 
ing from the cash drawer of a department 
of the Controller's office during the past 
seven years the sum of $30,000, 

How much more money Mr. Chipp is sup- 
posed to have taken from the city by the 
system which he followed for years with- 
out fear of detection cannot be told and 
may never be known on account of the 
enormous work involved in searching the 
tax rolls to find out just how much the 
city has lost through his manipulation of 
cash and accounts. 

Mr. Chipp’s books were investigated often. 
All kinds of checks were supposed to be in 
operation upon him. When he was arrest- 
ed it was found that not only had he suc- 
ceeded in pulling the wool over the eyes of 
the city officials and Commissioners of 
Accounts, whose duty it is to detect defal- 
cations, but he deceived a wife, according 
to her own statement, and a son for nine 
years, until his double life became known 
through the shortages in his city accounts. 

How Mr. Chipp deceived his wife and a 
seore of city officials, while they all ac- 
knowledge now that they suspected he was 
violating both the moral code and the crim- 
inal laws, will remain for a long time a 
mystery to many people. 

Mr. Chipp in March last was found to be 
short in his accounts, and at the same time 
his wife found that he was leading a double 
life. The trusting wife, on his promise of 
reform, paid $1,000 to Deputy Controller 
Levey, supposed to be the whole amount 
of Mr. Chipp’s peculations, and he has 
since been trec to do as he pleased, under 


the surveillance of Controller Coler’s de- 
tectives. 
CHIPP’S APPOINTMENT. 

Charles P. Chipp was appointed a clerk 
in the Bureau for the Collection of Assess- 
ments and Arrears on April 25, 1881, and 
served continuously in that office until 
March 19, 1901. He was an exemplary man 
when appointed and his application for a 
position was indorsed by Mayor Edward 
Cooper and ex-Mayor Grace. How long 
Mr. Chipp was above suspicion cannot be 
stated, but he was several time recom- 
mended ‘for the position of Collector, which 
official handles yearly several millions of 
dollars. 

The system by which Mr. Chipp took the 
city’s money was unique. He acted, as in 
private life, in a dual réle.. He-was a book- 
keeper, and also relieved the cashier of 
the office for a short time each day. He 
would receive a check for, say, $1,000 by 
mail for arrears in taxes. He would take 
that check and put it in his pocket. Then 
while acting as cashier in the absence of 
the other official he would cash the check 
from the cash drawer and put the money in 
his pocket and the check in the cash 
drawer. 

A memorandum was kept by him of the 
persons who paid arrears and whose checks 
he cashed himself, and he would then, hav- 
ing charge of the tax rolls, check off the 
person’s names and accounts of arrears 
as having been paid. No entry would be 
made in the cashbook, and, as the ac- 
counts of the Department of Arrears are 
always open, there was no check or bal- 
ance at the end of the year by which the 
defalcations could be detected, according 
to Controller Coler's experts. 

In. private life Chipp was a member of 
the Tammany Hall General Committee of 
the Thirty-first Assembly District. He 
lived with his wife in a handsome apart- 
ment house at 22 West One Hundred and 
Twenty-eighth Street. When seen last 
evening Mrs. Chipp said: 

“T am alone, waiting for the 
my husband. He went away a 
ago with three men.” 

When informed that he had been arrest- 
ed Mrs. Chipp seemed greatly worried. 

“T knew that something would happen. 
I knew he would get to jail in the end. Ten 
years ago I found that he was keeping 
company with the wife of an actor. They 
played the piano, and we all enjoyed our- 
selves together, and I never suspected any- 
thing. The actor allowed his wife to get a 
divorce from him. 

‘Last March my husband was in trouble 
in his place and was $1,000 short in his ac- 
counts. This sum I paid and he was dis- 
missed from the office. He has done noth- 
ing since. He was a kind husband, did not 
play the horse races, or speculate in Wall 
Street. 

‘Last March, when I paid the one-thou- 
sand-dollar shortage in my husband's ac- 
counts, I was told that he frequently w@nt 
to Mount Vernon. I did not suspect any- 
thing, but when my husband absented him- 
self from home often I made an investiga- 
tion on my own accord, and found that he 
had purchased a house near the Mount Ver- 
non station for the actor’s wife. When 
I found all this out I taxed my husband 
with this duplicity, as well as the shortage 
in his accounts, and he promised to be a 
good man and give  ¢ all his evil ways. I 
do not know what will happen to him now.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Chipp had a son, who died 
two years ago at the age of twenty-two, 
He was a physician at the time of his 
death. 


THE CONTROLLER'S STATEMENT. 


return of

Controller Coler was seen by a reporter 
for THE NEW YORK TIMEs last evening. He 
said: 

‘“‘T regret very much that this man has 
done wrong. The trouble has been with the 
head of the bureau. Col, Edward Gilon-is 


a veteran, and I did not think it best to 
remove him from office. As soon as sus- 
picion was directed toward Mr. Chipp I 
directed that Deputy Collector E. A. Bhat- 
tery make a searching investigation of the 
records to find out just what the books 
showed. 

“The question was whether the amounts 
credited on the official tax rolls of the 
Bureau for the Collection of Assessments 
and Arrears were actually paid into the 
city treasury. 

“This examination involved a_ careful 
searching of all the tax rolls for the years 
1881 to 1899, embracing some 250 large vol- 
umes, and covering more than 2,000,000 en- 
tries. The fact that this examination was 
a very tedious and extensive undertaking 
is self-evident. 

“This work could only be done on nights 
and holidays, and it required the most per- 
severing efforts to* accomplish the result 
which lead up to Chipp’s arrest. After I 
entered on the duties of Controller my at- 
tention was ‘lirected to the condition of af- 
fairs in the Bureau of Assessments and Ar- 
rears, and to the fact that the conduct and 
the management of said bureau had been 
unsatisfactory and a source of great an- 
noyance to previous Controllers mainly 
through the constant and numerous com- 
plaints of people having business with that 
office. 

‘When in 1900 the opportunity presented 
itself I selected the present incumbent of 
the office of Deputy Collector to remedy 
the situation and correct the many abuses 
and shortcomings existing in said bureau. 
The result of the examination just con- 
cluded has demonstrated that in the neigh- 
borhood of $30,000 of payments have been 
eredited upon the tax rolls which.sum never 
reached the City Treasury. 

* Of this $30,( less than $2,000 was cred- 
ited upon the tax rolls ad my admin- 
istration of the Controller's office, and the

THE ARREST OF CHIPP. 

The specific charge on which Chipp was 
arrested was the larceny of $271.75. The 
arrest was made by Detectice Rynders of 
the District Attorney’s office, who held a 
warrant issued by City Magistrate Brann, 


in the Centre Street Court. When taken 
to Police Headquarters, Chipp said that he 
was fifty-one years of age and that he had 
been an employe of the Controller’s office 
since 1881. 

Controller Coler called upon District At- 
torney Philbin a few weeks ago to take 
part in the investigation which led up to 
the arrest of Chipp. All this time while the 
books were being investigated and when 
it was positively known that Chipp was 
short in his accounts he was allowed to go 
free and no attempt was made to make an 
arrest. District Attorney Philbin explained 
that Controller Coler wanted to “clean 
house "' before leaving the Controller’s of- 
fice, and hence the arrest. 

The sum of over $271 which Mr. Chipp is 
alleged to have stolen was received in the 
mail from Miss Marian J. Mills from Sara- 
toga to pay arrears of taxes. The check 
was received, dated Novy. 17, 1898, by Chipp, 
and instead of being entered on the books 
as it should have been, it was slipped into 
his pocket. 

“When Chipr was acting as cashier he 
took $271.75 from the cash drawer and 
made an entry on the bank deposit slip. 
By this metned the bank accounts, the cash 
accounts, and all the other accounts of the 
bureau balanced except the tax rolls of 
arrears, which were never balanced be- 
cause the accounts are always open. 

About two years ago the first suspicion 
was directed toward Mr. Chipp through 
erasures on the tax rolls found by Phineas 
C. Kingsley, a searcher. The attention of 
Deputy Collector E. A, Slattery was called 
to this matter. 

When charged with the stealing of a 
small sum of money Chipp, according to the 
statements of Deputy Collector Slattery, 
admitted the shortage and promised to pay 
every dollar. 

‘*T suspected this man soon after I came 
into the office,’’ said Deputy Collector Slat- 
tery to a NEW YorK TIMES reporter last 
evening. *‘ He protested at the time that 
erasures were found on the tax rolls that 
the shortage amounted to less than $1,000, 
and his resignation was handed in at once. 

“This resignation was not accepted, but 
was held ih abeyance. So far as we could 
find out, Mr. Chipp had no bad habits. He 
Was not a gambler, did not play the horse 
races, and had no other evil ways. He was 
not very attentive to his duties, and when 
we started a check system in the office 
through which his shortages would surely 
have been discovered, Mr. Chipp became 
very nervous. The erasures found on the 
tax rolls told the story.” 

Assistant District Attorney Schurman has 
taken charge of the prosecution and in- 
vestigation of the accounts under assign- 
ment by District Attorney Philbin. 

Controller Coler said last evening that 
Chirp had been under a bond of $10,000 
under the administration of Controller 
Fitch of the Finance Department. During 
Controlier Ccler’s term, Chipp has been 
bonded in the United States Fidelity Com- 
pany, of which Andrew Freedman, the per- 
sonal friend of Richard Croker, is Presi- 
dent. Controller Coler said that the short- 
ages during the last four years in Mr. 
Chipp’s accounts would be more than cov- 
ered by his bond. 


STATHMENT OF CHIPP. 


About 11 o’clock last night, when Con- 
troller Coler, in company with Assistant 
District Attorney Schurman and Mr. Slat- 
tery, called at Police Headquarters, he had 
a long talk with the accused man. After- 
ward Mr. Coler stated that Mr. Chipp had 
made a very frank statement, and had of- 
fered to help them as much as he could. 

** Does this mean that there will be other 
arrests?'"’ asked the reporter. 

**T have nothing to say,’”’ was Mr. Coler's 
answer. 

** Does this frank statement of Mr. Chipp 
mean that he will turn State’s evidence?” 
questioned the reporter. 

Mr. Coler again declined to say any- 
thing. When the same questions were put 
to Assistant District Attorney Schurman 
he said: 

‘I must decline 
of the matter.”

EUROPEAN RAILS FOR | 
AN AMERICAN RAILROAD. 


The Orient Will Pay $450,000 in Mexi- 
can Subsidies for Each 62 Miles 
of Track, 
Special to The New York Times. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 19.—A cable 
message from President Stilwell of the 
Kansas City, Mexican and Orient Railroad 
conveys the information that the contract 
under which a European company to 
furnish rails for the construction of the 
road in Mexico has been signed, and that 
the first shipment of steel will arrive at 
Port Stilwell within ninety days. 

Under the contract the payment is to be 
made with Mexican Government subsidies, 
which are to be turned over to the com- 
pany furnishing the rails, and the differ- 
ence between the cost of the rails and the 
value of the subsidies, after all expenses 
have been met, is to go to the construction 
company. The rails are to be of Belgian 
manufacture and will be shipped in lots 
sufficient to lay 100 kilemetres, or about 
sixty-two miles of track. 

As each 100 kilometres are completed, 
subsidiary securities will be turned over 
to the European company. The subsidy will 
amount to about $450,000 for each 100 kilo- 
metres. while the value of the rails will 
be half that. The first lot to be laid will 
complete the Kansas City, Mexican and 
Orient, from El Fuerte to tidewater, thus 
tapping a very rich mining district, which 
is expected to furnish enough immediate 
business to make the line pay from the 
start. 
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GEN. ALGER ILL. 


Not in Danger, His Physician Says, but 
an Operation May Be Necessary: 
DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 19.—Gen. R. A. 
Alger, ex-Secretary of War, is suffering 
from a severe attack of gall stones. A con- 
sultation of physicians was held at his

FROM THE TREASURY 


Will Not Deny Report that He Is 
to Do So. 


Rumor that He Will Join National City 
Bank to Carry Out Scheme Advo- 


cated in His Annual Report. 


There has been an undercurrent of rumor 
in banking circles for the past few weeks 
to the effect that Secretary of the Treasury 
Lyman J. Gage was to resign. Many other 
rumors concerning the future actions of Mr. 
Gage and the probability of his accepting a 
position in one of the financial institutions

in this city have kept company with the one |; 


concerning his probable retirement. 

Mr. Gage came to this city last night to 
attend the banquet of the State Bankers’ 
Association at the Waidorf-Astoria. When 
asked if he was going to resign he started 
a bit and answered the question with an- 
other question, which was: 

‘** What made you think that?”’ 

He was told that an evening paper had 
printed a story to that effect. 

“What does it say?’’ again queried Mr. 
Gage. 

“Tt says—’ 

‘“*Read it to me 
said Mr. Gage. 

The headlines and introductory para- 
graph, which stated that he had decided to 
resign were read to him. When the miadle 
ot the paragraph had been reached Mr. 
Gage, whose face had flushed with an- 
noyance, said: 

“That's all very absurd.’’ 

Then the following question 
Mr. Gage direct: 

** Do you intend to resign? 

Mr. Gage replied: 

‘I shall not say a word about it one 
way or another. It may or it may not be 
true.”’ 

[t was pointed out to Mr. Gage that the 
several rumors connecting his name with 
New York and other financial institutions 
Were entitled to some notice. At this he 
paused and said: 

‘**You may say 
concerning my 
speculation.” 

Of the several well-defined rumors that 
Mr. Gage referred to as ‘‘ speculation,’’ one 
is to the effect that the National City 
Bank is to be the nucleus of the new 
system of banking that Mr. Gage recom- 
mended in his annual report to Congress 
and which contemplates a series of banks 
subsidiary to one institution. Therumor fur- 
ther says that as Mr. Gage is familiar with 
the plan, and that to make it successful the 
entire attention of some one very familiar 
not only with commercia! banking, but 
with the Government’s business as well, 
would be needed, he is the man to take 
such a position, and the Nationai City 
Bank has offered him inducements to join 
it in an effort to attain the end in ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Gage announced that he would leave 
for Washington on the midnight train after 
the bafAquet, and would return to-morrow 
morning. to be in the city for the banquet 
given in his honor at the Metropolitan 
Club to-morrow night by Frank A. Van- 
derlip, Vice President of the National City 
Bank, who was..in.the Treasury Depart- 
ment under Mr. Gage.’ Mr. Vanderlip has 
invited all of the prominent bankers in the 
city who are allied with the policy of the 
institution with which he is connected. 

It was said that this banquet had been 
arranged so that Mr. Gage might get the 
personal opinion of bankers on the scheme 
Mr. Gage proposed in his report. Mr. Van- 
derlip, when asked concerning this, said 
with a smile: 

“That would be rather a weighty sub- 
ject to bring up at a purely social function, 
would it not? I am only endeavoring to 
repay Mr. Gage for some of the courtesies 
he showed me when I was with the Treas- 
ury Department, and I do not think it 
would be polite to ask bankers to attend a 
little party and then ask them pertinent 
questions.” 

Unless other matters prevent, Mr. Gage 
qvill also attend an informal luncheon to- 
morrow at the Lawyers’ Club, at which 
half a dozen prominent bankers will be 
present.

In Course of Philadelphia Mint Bidding 
the Man Had Cried Out an Accusa- 


tion Against the Government. 
Special to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 19.—The attempt 
to sell to-day at public auction the old 
United States Mint building, Chestnut and 
Juniper Streets, proved a failure. The 
Government has fixed a minimum price of 
$2,000,000 for the property, and consequent- 


ly the highest bid received, $1,500,000, was 
not entertained. Secretary of the Treasury 
Lyman J. Gage was present to represent 
the Government af the auction, which was 
conducted by Samuel T. Freeman in the 
building. 

Only two bids were made, besides a few 
farcical ones of 10 cents—one of $1,000,000 
by a man who refused to give his name, 
and one of $1,500,000 by George L, Parker, 
representing G. L. Rothschild. While the 
auctioneer was trying to get an adequate 
bid, some one in the audience shouted out: 

“Take what you can get. The Govern- 
ment sold the Custom House property in 
New York to a certain bank, and, while 
never getting paid for it, have been paying 
rent on it ever since.”’ 

At this, Secretary Gage, who had been 
sitting quietly in his chair with his eyes 
closed and a tired expression om his face, 
jumped to his feet with great Vehemence 
and shouted to his astonished accuser: 

“You are a liar!"’ 

The Secretary seemed very angry, and 
when another bystander innocently asked 
him for the name of the bank referred to, 
he replied sharply: 

“Go and fine out.” 

The large crowd greeted this little epi- 
sode with smiles, bat no retort was made. 
When asked what further action would be 
taken to seli the property, Secretary Gage 
made the foliowing statement: 

“The mint will probably not be put up 
again at public auction, but if we try it 
once more, it will not be for some time. If 
a buyer appears in the meantime and offers 
a sutisfactory figure, we shall most cer- 
tainly close with him.’’ 

In regard to the pore of the man 
in the crowd, Mr. Gage said: 

“The bank he referred to is the City 
Bank of New York. They bought the Cus- 
tom House for $3,265,000 and have paid for 
it—all but $50,000. By the terms of sale I 
cannot force them to pay this until the 
Government vacates the building, which- 
will probably be in about three years. I 
told the man he lied, and he did. The up- 
set price of that piece of property was 
$3,000,000, and I got $3,265,000 for it.”

President Said to Have Called Him 
from Philippines to Offer Sec- 
retaryship to Him.

WICHITA, Kan., Dec. 19.—Reliable infor- 
mation from a Cincinnati man, who ifs in 
a position to know, is to the effect that 
Judge William H. Taft, Governor of the 
Philippines, is returning to this country 
upon the request of the President, who, 
the informant says, has tendered to him the 

Secretaryship of State. 

it is intimated that these facts were ob- 
tained from a letter written by Gov. Taft. 

‘I have known of the offer for some 
time,’’ the informant says. ‘In fact, I was 
informed of it a few weeks after President 
McKinley’s death. As soon as I had read 
in the dispatches that the Governor was ayt 
to return berause of his failing health, I 
was convinced that the real purpose was to 
have a verbal conference with the Presi- 
dent regarding the Secretaryship. 

**Gov. Taft is an able man, and the time 
that he has spent in the Philippines has 
enabled him to become thoroughly familiar 
with the situation there, which fact will 
make him an invaluable acquisition to the 
Roosevelt Cabinet. President Roosevelt has 
on a number of occasions expressed his 
high regard for Gov. Taft and the able 
manner in which he disposed of some in- 
tricate Philippine problems. 

“While the fact that he was offered the 
portfolio at this time may be news, never- 
theless his friends and those who are in 
a position to know will not be surprised at 
the announcement.”’ 


BROADWAY TABERNACLE 
_ PROPERTY SOLD. 


Two Houses on West Thirty-fifth Street 


Included in the Deal. 

The Broadway Tabernacle, at the north- 
east corner of Broadway and Thirty-fourth 
Street, has been sold, and on the site, a 
plot 100 by 150, there will be erected a 
twenty-story hotel. 

The deal was consummated yesterday 
through Broker Herbert A. Sherman, the 
church being represented by Cornelius N. 
Bliss and William Ives Washburn. two of 
its Trustees. Broker Sherman declined to 
disclose the name of the purchaser of the 
property, and all others who are known to 
have had a hand in the negotiations, in- 
cluding Mr. Bliss, said that they had 
pledged themselves not to give any infor- 
mation on this point. In reply to several 
guesses as to the identity of the buyer, 
Mr. Sherman said that he was not Andrew 
Carnegie nor any other “steel man,” that 
the property had not been bought by a 
syndicate or corporation, and that the pur- 
chaser was a newcomer in the New York 
real estate field. 

Included in the purchase are the two 
dwellings, 68 and 70 West Thirty-fifth 


Street, on a plot 36.4 by 88.9, which abut 
upon 4he tabernacle site and will afford an 
additional entrance to the new hotel. The 
Thirty-fitth Street properties were sold by 
James ©. Parrish. The price for the com- 
bined parcels is a little less than $1,500,000, 
and the total amount involved in the oper- 
ation, including the cost of the projected 
building, is about $3,000,000. The new ho- 
tel will be of the most advanced type of 
construction, and will have on its lower 
floors accommodations for a bank, trust 
company and safe deposit vaults. Posses- 
mon of the property will be given on May 


The Tabernacle property has been on the 
market for several years at constantly ad- 
vancing figures. Recently it has been a 
matter of common report that the trustees 
have held the site at $1,350,000, and, in 
view of the Pennsylvania Railroad station 
developments, it is not likely that the price 
in the present transaction was much below 
that figure. The church acquired the prop- 
erty in two parcels in 1857, the total con- 
sideration, as shown in the records, being 

78,500. Prior to that year the congrega- 
tion had worshipped in the ‘‘ Tabernacle ”’ 
erected by an earlier Congregational so- 
ciety, on Broadway, between Leonard and 
Worth Streets. Immediately after its com- 
pletion, in the year just preceding the Civil 

Var, many stirring scenes were enacted 
within the walls of the present Tabernacle 
at Thirty-fourth Street, the pastor during 
that period being Dr. Joseph P. Thompson 
a well known abolitionist. The Rev. Dr, 
William M. Taylor was installed in 1872, 
and the present pastor is the Rev. Charles 
kr. Jefferson. The trustees of the church 
have already begun to look around for a 
new site further uptown. Several proper- 
ties are under consideration, and a seiec- 
tion may be announced at an early date. 

The rest of the block front on the east 
side of Broadway between Thirty-fourth 
and Thirty-fifth Streets is owned by the 
Lawrence estate, with the exception of the 
small lot at the Thirty-fifth Street corner,

OF BRNKING REFORM. 


—_—_ 


Expresses His Views at Bankers 
Association Dinner. 


Insists That Now Is the Time for Modi- 
fying the Law—Thomas B. Reed 


on the Currency Question. 


Secretary of the Treasury Lyman J. Gage 
was the first speaker at the annual dinner 
of the bankers of the City of New York, 
comprising Group VIII. of the New York 
State Banking Association, which was held 
last night in the ballroom of the Waldorf- 
Astoria. The Secretary urged the federa- 
tion of the individual National banks in one 
central institution, and the currency ~ re- 
forms recommended in his recent annual 
report to Congress. 

There were ten tables set in the ballroom 
besides the speakers’ table. The decorations 
were American Beauty roses. The double 
row of boxes above the diners were draped 
with American flags and mistletoe, and 
were filled with ladies. 

George F. Baker, President of the First 
National Bank, presided. At his right sat 
Secretary Gage and at his left ex-Speaker 
Thomas B. Reed. The others at the speak- 
ers’ table were William Sherer, State Su- 
perintendent of Banking F. D. Kilburn, 
William A. Nash, Major Gen. John R. 
Brooke, J. Edward Simmons, the Rev. Dr.

The first toast was to the President of 
the United States. It was drunk standing. 
Chairman Baker then introduced Secretary 
Gage. 

SECRETARY GAGE’S SPEECH, 

Mr. Gage said, in part: 

“Your Chairman said to me privatel¥ 
that he should ask me to say a few words 
at the banquet before he presented the 
speakers of the evening. [Laughter.] 
Now, there seems to be no sort of limit to 
that phrase, for I have known men who 
had important themes in their minds, un- 


der the latitude of ‘a few words’ to go on 
for an hour, but I shall not go to that 
length. In fact, I doubt if [ ougnt to speak 
atall. When a body of men like you come 
together, burdened, as you are, with the 
moil and toil and anxiety and care and re- 
sponsibility that are inseparable from the 
business calling that you follow, it is a 
better and more judicious thing to take 
you out .of your ordinary relationship into 
that serener air where wit and sentiment 
and oe erg and philosophy are to be 
found. am gratified that those who will 
follow me will take you up into that at- 
mosphere, and you will pardon me if I do 
talk on practical and common sense mat- 
ters for a moment. 

‘*I do not wish to pose as a reformer, al- 
though I believe in wise, judicious and 
careful reform. Perhaps we ought to be a 
little suspicious of the reformer himself, 
for it is a somewhat dangerous thing for 
any man to hug his fad so closely that 
there is no room in his thoughts for any- 
thing else. I do not believe in sudden and 
disturbing changes. Evolution, however, 
is the law of life, and we can recognize 
that in all the departments of human in- 
dustry. It is a safe and good guide and it 
is wise for us to follow it. 

It is an anomalous thing—I do not know 
whether you ever thought of it—that in 
every department of life except in that 
which we pursue, there has been steady, 
constant improvement looking for perfec- 
tion and economy. In the professions {f 
is exemplified and in the mechani 
branches of life it is overwhelmingly evi- 
dent. While in nearly every other depart- 
ment of life improvement is the indispen- 
sable rule, in the great field of banking, 
finunce, and exchange we go on with an 
indifferent regard to the-handicap imposed 
by defective methods and dismiss with lit- 
tle consideration suggestions which if 
adopted would advance society and busi- 
ness affairs in the great economic field of 
industry and exchange. The evidences of 
improvement in all other departments of 
life are manifest on every hand. Old ma- 
chinery is thrown away.” 

Secretary Gage then told of a railroad 
President of his acquaintance who said to 
him once that he could put his line on a 
dividend-paying basis if the Directors of 
the road would only permit him to throw 
eighty engines into the scrap heap and re- 
place them with new and modern ones. He 
also related an incident of a tool manufact- 
urer whose display was one of the most 
striking at an international exhibition. The’ 
foreigners were caught attempting to pho- 
tograph the finished product, but the man-« 
uiacturer permitted them to go on with 
their work on the ground that he was sure 
he would have new and improved devices 
before the foreign manufacturers could pro- 
duce the old articles from the pictures, 
which, he said, it would take at least two 
years to accomplish. 

‘*In my late report to Congress,”" con- 
tinued Secretary Gage, “I took occasion 
to call attention to the subject of banking 
and currency, to point out what I believe 
to be defects in both, and to suggest some 
improvements in each which I believe are 
absolutely necessary in order to put us into 
safe and strong competitive relations with 
those better equipped than we are in that 
system of machinery by which credit is 
made as useful as capital, and by which 
the products of human industry are ex- 
changed for each other. I want to excite 
in your minds an interest in the great sub- 
ject. 

“In the report referred to, attention was 
called to what I consider the fundamental 
weakness of our banking system in the 
United States. There was explained the 
function the bank performs as an inter- 
mediary through which credit is made 
available to the uses of production and 
industry and thus given a power scarcely 
less great than the power of capital itseif. 
An effort was made to show, in the words 
of a very clear writer upon the subject 
of banking, that the bank is an institu- 
tion to ‘swap’ its credit for the credit of 
other members of the community, which, 
except for the office of the bank, would 
be non-avaitlable for the uses of life; and, 
in passing this point, let me repeat a sug- 
gestion made a day or two since by a gen- 
tleman who said the nomenclature of the 
street ought to be changed. 

*** We read all the time,’ he said, ‘ of the 
rates for money. To-day money is quoted 
at 2 per cent.; to-morrow, 3; and next day, 
6; to be Stowe’ pam by a rate as high 
as 10 or 12; and people become alarmed 
about the scarcity of money as indicated by 
these high rates, when substantially there 
has been no change in the volume of money, 
‘either in the hands of the people or remain- 
ing under the contro! of the banks. What 
ought to be quoted is not money, but credit, 
What is the price of credit stated in the 


BP 





terms of interest? It is credit that is get- 
ting difficult, not dettial money that is be- 
coming scarce.’ 


BANKING SYSTEM'S WEAKNESS. 

“The weakness of our banking system is 
in the isolation and entire separateness of 
the individual banks over the country, 
When a period of distrust or doubt comes 
over the land there is a seeking of per- 


sonal safety through that general instinct 
of self-preservation which drives men in a 
confused mass over each other at the cry 
of * Fire!’ in the theatre. I ventured to 
suggest a system of coalition between in- 
dividual members of the banking com- 
munity throughout the country into one 
central institution, with convenient 
brunches in the larger cities, in which all 
banks should be related or interested ac- 
cording to their individual relative impor- 
tance, and which in a certain sense should 
represent to the banking interests of the 
country what the Federal Government rep- 
resents in our political system. 

‘Great prejudice exists I know against 
the aggregation of great wealth in the 
hands of a few men. Happily it is the law 
of nature that larger gains and better ad- 
vantages can be secured to aggregated 
wealth by serving faithfully the common 
interests than by exploiting the com- 
munity through a system of theft and 
robbery.”’ 

The Secretary, continuing, urged that 
there be a reform of the currency system 
ot the Nation, along the lines outlined in 
his report to Congress, and declared there 
was no time more favorable than the pres- 
ent for the judicious revision of the laws. 

Mr. Gage said that a comparison of the 
history of other people in the banking 
business was not favorable to America, 
that the bank failures in the United States 
within a given period outnumbered five or 
six times the bank failures of Germany, 
France and Great Britain combined. This 
country had now, he said, a population of 
78,000,000, which was increasing rapidly, 
and the obligations of banking demanded 
that the growing needs should be provided 
for. 

* Your observation,’ he continued, “ will 
satisfy vou of the truth of the proposition 
that needful attention the public has a 
right to demand of you. They trust you 
with the guardianship of their fortunes. 
That represents caufidence in your intelli- 
gence and virtue, and they have a right 
to look to you for that studious considera- 
tion of the machinery which business re- 
quires. 

‘**No more favorable time than the pres- 
ent for judicious and careful modification 
of the law can be expected. Within three 
years the American people have fought a 
ioreign war. The expenses of that strug- 
gle tor the present time aggregate sub- 
stantially 500,000,000. Within two years 
from this date, looking backward, the can- 
cellation of the debt to an amount equal to 
its previous expansion has been practically 
secured. The annual interest charge 
against the Government on account of the 
public debt has also been reduced $345,000,- 
oO) annually, where it stood before the 
Spanish war, and from $30,000,000, where it 
stood two years ago, to $27,500,000. [Ap- 
plause. | 

“The cash under the control of the Gov- 
ernment is larger than at any previous 
time in its history, so large, indeed, as to 
cause anxiety in your minds and in the 
minds of those the more immediately re- 
sponsible ter Government finances. The 
financial strength of the Government is 
now unsurpassed. Other nations, struggling 
with debt or involved in the enormous ex- 
penditures incidental to actual war or the 
mainierance of great armies, look with en- 
vious eyes upon the happy condition of this 
people. Mut times change, events succeed 
events, and the brightness of the sun to- 
day is often obscured by the clouds that 
arise to-merrow. In _ periods of strength 
and prosperity it is the part of wisdom to 
make provision against possible future pe- 
riods of stress and strain.” 

Concluding, Mr. Gage said: 

* The three great contributing elements to 
a people’s wealth are production, transpor- 
tation, and the exchange of commodities. 
In the last department you, as members of 
the banking fraternity, are most powerful 
and influential factors. Will you be true to 
your part to secure for the future better 
conditions, or will you rest, inert, uninter- 
ested, unassisting in this most important 
field of human endeavor? In the depart- 
ment of production, in transportation, we 
see continual improvement in method and 
immense economies and higher safety. In- 
telligence wisely assisted by patriotic co- 
operation will secure equal improvement 
in the searcely less important department 
of banking and exchange.”’ [Applause.] 

EX-SPEAKER REED’S ADDRESS. 
Chairman Baker then intreduced Thomas 
B. Reed, who was down for the toast, 
* Business and Legislation.” Mr. Reed 
said, in part: 

* This world is made up of knowledge and 
of ignorance, and ignorance must have its 
chance as well as knowledge and ought to 
be taken into account. To me it seems as if 
there were at least two acknowledged de- 
fects in our financial situation. -One is the 
Sub-Treasury system, and the other is the 
issuance of currency. When this country 
is prosperous and is well taxed and is tak- 
ing in a good deal of money, theeresult is 
that it leads to confusion in all business 
enterprises. It makes trouble for us _ all. 
Whether any scheme can be devised which 
will overcome popular prejudice and re- 
lieve us from those ancient institutions is 
more than I dare to say. But if there ever 
Was a country that ought to be careful not 
to overtax itself it is this country. 

“Then there is the question of the is- 
suance of currency. It is complicated by 
events which happened before our_ birth, 
Now the issuance of currency upon United 
States bonds has been sanctified by forty 
years of stump oratory. That yas ora- 
tory has taught that there Was only one 
currency in the world, and that was found- 
ed on United States bonds. But the United 
States bonds are slipping away, and we 
have got to take that into account, and to 
take into account also the fact that this 
world changes, and we have got to have 
the future reviewed as well as the past. 
In our advocacy of an absolutely secure 
currency We have lost sight of the ad- 
vantages recognized all over the world of a 
mixed currency, a currency which depends 
upon crédit as well as exact tax. 

* Now, we have had a good deal of 
trouble in times past arising from the cur- 
rency. Where has it come from? Mostly 
from the West and South. Why is it that 
those péoplé, of the same blood as our- 
selves, Of the same: vigor and enterprise, 
have looked ‘at ihings in a different way 
from what we have? When you come right 
down to it, there is some reason for the 
difference. In my judgment that reason is 
because they see around them in the 
sparsely settled portions of this country a 
richness as great as we have exploited in 
our times, and they made the mistake of 
confounding currency with capital. 

“A good writer on ‘the subject says that 
currency is the metaphysics of political 
economy. Do you know what metaphysics 
is”? It is the language that a gentleman 
uses to another about something he does 
not understand. {Laughter.}] Now they 
thought they wanted currency, when in 
fact they wanted capital, and a lot of us 
have made the same mistake. 

** Now, I say*to you that if you can give 
to those outlying portions of the country 
the advantages of a mixed currency you 
will help them to develop the resources 
of the country, you will give them cheaper 
money, and you add to the strength and 
vigor of the great city of America, about 
to become the greatest city in the world, 
the great City of New York.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. Donald Sage Mackay, who 
spoke on ‘“ The Corporate Conscience and 
the Men Who Help to Make It,”’ said that 
“the conscience of the corporation is the 
very oxygen of its life. It is becoming 
Jess and less possible for the corporation 
to be unworthy of its position before the 
public and to be defiant of the demands of 
character and unswerving integrity. Take 
conscience from capital, and it becomes 
tyranny. Take it from labor, and you have 
subservient servitude. Conscience must be 
the supreme arbiter, the absolute sover- 
eign.’’ Dr. Mackay commended President 
Roosevelt's advocacy of the publicity of the 
accounts of corporations. 

Ex-Judge Henrv E. Howland was intro- 
duced to talk on the subject, ‘‘ Lawyers and 
Financiérs,’’ but he kept the 450 and more 
diners in a continuous roar of laughter 
for nearly half an hour with a stream of 
anecdotes. 

He told of a Baptist clergyman who 
talked one hour and twenty minutes on St. 
Paul, and so enjoyed his own eloquence 
that he thought he had talked only twenty 
minutes. Said the-unbeliever, “ What did 
he talk about? Common or preferred? ”’ 

“1 belong.” he said, ‘‘ to the old school of 
self-made lawyers, and self-made bankers. 
The lawyers of those days were called one- 
horse lawyers because they were fine 
chargers. As it has been said that nothing 
is so amisleading as facts except figures, 
so it is with the law. Lord Erskine once 
said that ‘ this action won't lie, unless the 
witnesses do.’ An ignorant applicant for 
the bar once failed in his examination on 
all of the branches of the common law, and 
then cried out, ‘Try me on the statutes; 
that’s where I'm strong.’ ‘No,’ said the 
Judge, ‘this makes no difference because 
— fool Legislature might repeal all you 

now. 


A. P. WILDER ON MONEY’S POWER. 


Amos Parker Wilder, editor of The Madi- 
son State Journal of Wisconsin, was the 
last of the speakers, and won the greatest 
applause of the evening with his talk on 


“The West and the Money Power.’’ He 
said in part: 

“The Western conception of the money 
power is a pantloman in a silk hat who 
comes out of a twenty-story building at 4 
P. M., cuffs one newsboy into the street, 
ste on an Eveni Post from another with 
a five-dollar gol jiece, and bids nim keep 
the change; is driven up town rapidly in 


a hack; stops at the bookstand, where he 
bUYs for $7,000,000 the tables on which the 
Ten Commandments -were written, and 
then proceeds to a club, where he advances 
the price of harness buckles, lampblack or 
broom corn, an agricultural proauct that 


distinguish from 
alfalfa or second growth timothy. At 5:30 
he sails for Carlsbad. 

*““Money, wealth, command of resources 
is no curse. It was Joseph, a rich man of 
Arimathaea, who begg and buried the 
body of the slain Nazarene. ‘And he also 
himself was Jesus’ disciple.’ With conse- 
crated money you can train not one child, 
but a generation. With money you can 
hasten the law that the Truth shall make 
men free. With money you can go into 
the dark corners of the earth and throttle 
ignorance and violence and hasten the 
eternal morning. 

“With money you can safeguard youth 
from sin, and transmute black brutality 
into Booker Washingtons afd raise up 
Abraham Lincolns in the slums of cities. 
With money you can force science to dis- 
gorge secrets whose cruel mysteries vex 
and sadden the race, With money you can 
make wan women to hope and sick children 
to smile and desperate men to take cour- 
age. Money linked with sympathy can 
make dreaded chasms between classes a 
fool’s peril, and—given confidence between 
those who have much and those who have 
little—the how! of Anarchy is throttled by 
the very classes in whose name it is foully 
raised. 

“A great opportunity, ye men of power, 
to be true to your trust while it is yet day; 
and to have your millions toil for you in the 
service of men long years after you are 
dust and your gravestone stands tilted over 
a forgotten mound.”’

Boston Clergyman Becomes the First 
Bishop of the Episcopal Church 
in the Philippines.

BOSTON, Dec, 19.—The Rev. Dr. Charles | 


Stephen's Church, in 
this city, was to-day consecrated as the 
first Bishop of the Episcopal Church in 
the Philippine Islands. The consecration 
ceremonies took place in Emmanuel 
Church, and were attended by eleven 
Bishops and 140 clergymen the Epis- 
copal denomination. 

The consecrating Bishop was the Right 
Rev. William Croswell Doane, Bishop of 
Albany; the co-consecrators were the Right 
Rev. William Lawrence, Bishop of Massa- 
chusetts, and the Right Rev. Henry Y. 
Satterlee, Bishop of Washington, D. C.; 
the presenting Bishops, Bishop Lawrence 
and the Right Rev. Henry C. Potter of 
New York; attending Bishops, the Right 
Rev. Arthur Sweatman, Bishop of Toron- 
to; the Right Rev, William W. Niles, Bish- 
op of New Hampshire; the Right Rev. 
Peter Trimble Rowe, Bishop of Alaska; 
the Right Rev. Chauncey B. Brewster, 
Bishop of Connecticut; the Right Rey. Lu- 
cien Lee Kinsolving, Bishop of Brazil, and 
the Right Rev. Robert Codman, Bishop of 
Maine. 

The sermon was preached by the Right 
Rev. Arthur C. A, Hall, Bishop of Ver- 
mont, formerly head of the Cowley Fath- 
ers in this city, under whom Bishop Brent 
served for a number of years, Bishop Hall's 
discourse dealt largely with the Episcopal 
Church as “ the church of reconciliation,” 
which he thought might do much in re- 
storing harmony in civie affairs in the 
Philippines.

“ Doctor ” Dowie in a Chicago Court De- 
fends His Methods. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—‘‘Dr.”” John Alex- 
ander Dowie broke down when he went on 
the witness stand to-day in his own behaif, 
and between choking sobs he told how his 
confidence in his brother-in-law and legai 
opponent, Samuel Stevenson, had been 
shaken.

The testimony offered by Dowie was to 
the effect that he had given Stevenson 
checks aggregating 350,000, ostensibly to 
release certain indebtedness between them. 
The checks were exhibited in court and 
showed indorsements by Mary Ann Steven- 
son for stock in Zion lace industries. Dowie 
went into great detail to show how his 
stock had accidentilly come back into his 
possession, explaining that he had been 
“‘immediately surprised’’ to find the cer- 
tificate for the stock in his private safe. 
Stevenson had set up the claim that he had 
never received the certificates. 

The all-night sessions, which, according 
to testimony, were frequent with Dowie 
and his disciples, were explained as neces- 
sary, because hé was a very busy man. 
He also explained some of the methods of 
Zion's financiai operations, in an effort to 
prove that Stevenson's claim to a joint 
partnership with him in the lace industries 
never was contemplated.

KUBELIK PLAYS FOR 
BOHEMIAN BROTHERS 


Tears Fall as the Musician’s Bow 
Does Its Work. 


Defiant of Hampering Rules the Visitor 
Makes His Instrument Sing His 
People’s Song. 


Jan Kubelik’s Stradivarius sang the song 
of his people last night in the Bohemian 
National Hall, 321 to 325 East Seventy- 
third Street. There were seventy-one notes 
to the song, ten two beat, thirteen one 
beat, and forty-six half beat notes. He 
played the Bohemian National air and 
used the G string only, He held his violin 
in direct disobedience to the rules as 
taught by the great teachers, indeed, as 
they do in Western mining camps where 
artists are unknown, but ‘“ fiddlers”’ 
abound. He could not possibly have seen 
his left elbow and embraced the neck of 
the violin with wrist not rigid, but the 
violin ‘* talked," as men say when they 
mean that it speaks to the heart, 

The Bohemian told to the Bohemians in 
simple notes the story of the Fatherland, 
so that at the end of his brief performance 
there were few dry eyes among his natural- 
ized compatriots, and then there Was a 
burst of handclapping, not hysterical, but 
hearty and American. He answered. with 
his stiff little bow twice, and then he came 
forward without his precious instrument 
to acknowledge again the appreciation. 

The applause stopped as he left the stage. 
A few enthusiasts who persisted in ap- 
plauding were silenced by hisses. Kubelik 
had played for them without payment for 
his magic. He was under contract, and 
could do no more. He could not have done 
better. The whole affair was in thoroughly 
good taste and a lesson to those who make 
tedious performances—not of the east side 
-—with unavailing and unnecessary ap- 
plause. 

Frevious to the concert and banquet in 
honor of the Bohemian violinist, he was 
received by the officers of the United Bo- 
hemian Soviéties in a room apart from the 
crowding public. There he shook hands 
with those gathered to greet him. He had 
two violins with him, a Cremona and a 
Stradivarius. He inquired about the size 
of the hall, and, learning that it was not 
very large, fondled with his hands, that 
are clawiike, except that the knuckles are 
not swollen, his tavorite, the Stradivarius, 
and plucked at the G string with his left 
thumb, that has a wart under the knuckle, 
which is us large as the diamond he wears 
on the third finger of the hand that ca- 
resses the four strings. 

Leaving a guard over his treasures, which 
were locked up in the room, with the jani- 
tor at the door and a policeman near by, he 
went up to the hall. There he was warmly 
greeted. The hall was packed to its ut- 
most capacity. The gallery was filled with 
the pretty girls of the Bohemian colony. 
They did not act like some of the matinée 
girls the violinist has seen in America, al- 
though they did, at the conclusion of his 
rendering of the National anthem of his 
country, throw roses to him, He bowed, 
without looking up, until he saw at the far 
edge of the stage a single white flower. 
Then he made a comprehensive and gallant 
bow to the gallery, and was rewarded with 
a burst of applause which sent him blush- 
ing from the stage. 

The concert opened with a selection of 
Slavonic songs by the Bohemian’ Orchestra. 
The first violinists looked like men going 
into battle. Their faces were drawn and 
white, and the second violinists were in a 
state of collapse. A few notes in minor, 
and the frightened orchestra, as if drilled 
to do so, looked as a man at Kubelik. His 
shyness was gone. His face beamed with 
pleasure at the songs he knew so well. The 
orchestra, with his approval, took courage 
and played better than it is accustomed to, 
and it is an extremely good orchestra. No 
one was more enthusiastic in applause than 
the guest, but it was noticed that he had a 
handkerchief in his left hand, which is 
under contract and must not be hurt. Then 
there was a song by a large chorus. It 
was entitled ‘‘ Brothers of Slavonia,’’ and 
was rendered by a large chorus, too much 
scared to do it justice. 
Vincent W. Worytisek, 
United Bohemian Societies, first in Bohe- 
mian and then in English, welcomed the 
distinguished guest, He said, in part: 
“The Bohemian people are honored in 
welcoming you, Honored Sir. We have the 
greatest interest in you, and you have 
shown that you are interested in us by 
coming here. You have captured the hearts 
of Queens and Kings in Europe, and your 
greatest pride must be in capturing the 
people of free America, every one a sov- 
ereign. We trust that when you have ful- 
filled your contract, and when you are 
about to return to our native land, you will 
honor us again, and bring with you the 
violin of which you are the great master.”’ 
Joseph Krulish, President of the United 
Bohemian Societies, after a short address 
of welcome, presented Jan Kubelik with a 
splendid branch of linden, the native tree, 
its leaves of silver and its stems of gold. 
Each of the sixty-eight leaves bore the 
name of one of the Bohemian societies. 
The branch was nearly three feet long and 
cost $300. 

Then Kubelik played the seventy-one 
notes of the Bohemian national anthem. 
He started with his mouth twitching and 
ended with a long stroke of the bow, his 
eyes steady and seemingly far away look- 
ing for Bohemia. He must have hypnot- 
ized himself; he certainly had his audience. 
There were several other well-played ef- 
forts on the part of the orchestra, and 
the chorus sang again, but in better form. 
Then there was a banquet, where Kubelik 
ate sparingly and was admired enormously. 


KILLED IN A GAS EXPLOSION. 


Nine Men Burned to Death and Several 
Injured in a Pittsburg Furnace. 


PITTSBURG, Dec. 19.—By an explosion of 
gas in the Soho furnace of Jones & Laugh- 
lin, near Brady Street, this city, at 6:20 
o'clock this morning, nine men were burned 
to death, three injured so badly that they 
are not expected to live, and two others 
dangerously hurt. The damage to the plant 
will amount to $20,000. 

The explosion occurred in one of the big 
blast furnaces. The men were at work at 
the top of the furnace over 120 feet from 
the ground. They were employed as fillers 
and were just getting ready to quit work, 
being members of the night crew, when the 
gas, which had accumulated in the fur- 
nace, exploded, and tcns of molten metal, 
cinders, and slag were thrown over the 
unfortunate men on top of the structure. 

The expiosion was followed by a panic 
on the small platform about the top. All 
the men made a rush for the elevator, but 
it had gone down, and there was no es- 


cape. The tons of molten metal and flames 
fell upon them and burned the men to 
death. Their bodies dropped to the roof of 
the mill 8&5 feet below, every bone broken, 
and not one form recognizable. 

Hurry calls were sent to the police and 
morgue. Patrols from all sections arrived 
before 7 o'clock, and the morgue wagon was 
with them. The bodies of some of the 
dead, and many of the injured, were strewn 
about the yard beneath the furnace, some 
of the dead having fallen from the slippery 
roof to the ground. To remove the dead 
from the roof of the mill it was found 
necessary to get Hook and Ladder Company 
No. 13, and the firemen carried the charred 
remains to the morgue wagon and placed 
them in it. Four bodies were removed at a 
time, the wagon making three trips. The 
injured were afterward removed to the 
Mercy Hospital or to their homes. . Three of 
those at the hospital are not expected to 
live. 

Five persons employed near the furnace 
are unaccounted for, and it is not known 
whether they have perished or not. 

A later report says that the explosion 
was caused by a “slip” in the furnace. 
Two of the victims were found in the stock 
yard of the plant, 250 yards from the fur- 
nace.

He declared to-night that he 
would, had he been a member of the Court 
of Inquiry, have subscribed to what the 
Admiral of the Navy wrote in his supple- 

mental report of the court's findings. 
‘**Thus far,’’ said Admiral Beardslee, ‘I 

have declined to express an opinion on this 

controversy, and I hesitate about doing so 


now, because along with other naval offi- 
cers I regret that the service should have 
been dragged into publicity and should 
have suffered from criticism. While refus- 
ing to make any comment on the findings 
of opinion of the Schley court of inquiry, I 
will say this: 

*‘ Admiral Schley is a hero, and I am very 

lad that George Dewey, Admiral of the 

JInited States, made that fact clear and in- 
disputable in his supplementary statement 
of the findings of the court. Admiral 
Schley has been treated badly, and I must 
say that it is all a shameful affair, which 
naval officers in general regret. 

‘“*T echo the sentiments of Rear Admirals 
Erben and Miller, who have commented on 
this matter, and say with them that the 
decision of the court removes a charge of 
cowardice that should never have been 
made against so brave and gallant an offi- 
cer as Rear Admiral Schley.” 


PREPARING TO ANSWER SCHLEY. 


Navy Department Making Ready Reply 
to His Objections. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—No answer to 
the bill of objections filed yesterday by 
counsel for Rear Admiral Schley has been 
prepared by the Navy Department, but it 
is so far advanced that it will be ready for 
delivery to-morrow, Capt. Lemly and So- 
licitor Hanna having given a good part of 
to-day to the work.

Senator Hanna as Party Leader. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 19.—Henry C. 
Payne, the newly appointed Postmaster 
General, accompanied by Mrs. Payne, ar- 
rived in Milwaukee from the Fast to-night. 
He will remain in Milwaukee until about 
the end of the first week of January, when 
he expects to go to Washington. In the 
meantime he will arrange his private busi- 

ness affairs. 

In regard to a statement to the effect that 
he was to succeed Senator Hanna as the 
head of the Republican party, Mr. Payne 
said: 

‘There is nothing whatever in that state- 
ment. No man in this nation. will more 
sincerely rejoice at my appointment than 
Mr. Hanna. Between him and me there 
probably is as close a personal, as well as 
political, friendship as exists between two 
men in the United States. All this talk of 
friction between the President, Mr. Hanna 
and myself is the sheerest nonsense.”’ 


SENATOR BERRY INJURED. 


Slips on Icy Railway Platform in a 
Missouri Town,

LEBANON, Mo., Dec. 19.—Senator James 
H. Berry en route to his home at Benton- 
ville, Ark., from Washington, to spend the 
holidays, met with an accident to-day at 
Newburg, Mo., which may result very 
seriously. Senator Berry took dinner at 
Newburg, and, as he started to re-enter 
the Pullman coach, his right crutch slipped 
on the icy platform. Senator Berry fell 
forward into the coach, striking the stump 
of his leg on the iron weather strip, injur- 
ing the hip joint. His son telegraphed here 
for medical attendance, and he was trans- 
ferred to a room in the Laclede Hotel, 
when his train arrived here. 

The Frisco company’s surgeons and local 
agents are doing everything in their pfver 
to render his condition more comfortable. 
It is feared that his hip joint is dislocated 
or fractured. In either event, his injuries 
are serious, in view of his age.

When the train was 
stopped the boy was found on the pilot only 
slightly bruised. The horses escaped in- 
jury. 

Largest Locomotive in the World.

American Lotomotive Company to-day 
turned out from its plant in this‘city the 
largest engine ever built. It is for the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Road. It 
is of the Dekapod type, and weighs 275,000 
pounds. It has ten driving wheels, and 
will be used in the freight service in the 
mountain districts. 





$60,000 Fire at Bangor. 
EASTON, Penn., Dec. 19.—The Hyatt 
School Slate Manufacturing Company’s 
plant, situated at Bangor, was destroyed 
by fire this evening. Loss, $60,000; partially 
insured. The origin of the fire is unknown. 
The factory was the largest of its kind in 
the United States and employed 125 hands. 
This is the third time the company has been 
burned out in fourteen years. 


Forty-six Years a Clergyman. 
NEWBURG, N. Y., Dec. 19.—The Rey. Dr. 
J. R. Thompson to-day celebrated the forty- 
sixth anniversary of his pastorate of the 
Westminster Reformed Presbyterian 
Church. He has the oldest pastorate in the 


city. Of the ministers who assisted at his 
ordination, and of the members of the New 
York Presbytery of that time, Dr. Thomp- 
son alone survives. 


MR. LOW AUTHORS’ CLUB GUEST 


Mayor-Elect Complimented by Prof. 
Thomas and Mr. Straus—His Re- 


plies Applauded. 

The Authors’ Club gave a reception to 
Mayor-elect Seth Low last evening in the 
club rooms in the Carnegie Building. About 
200 men, including members and a score or 
so invited guests, were present. George 
Cary Eggleston, President of the Council 
of the club, introduced the members and 
their friends to Mr. Low. He also intro- 
duced the speakers, who welcomed the 
guest of honor in the following manner: 
Edmund Clarence Stedman, the poet, who 
spoke on literature; Prof. Calvin Thomas, 
who spoke on Columbia University, and 
Oscar S. Straus, who spoke on good gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Stedman called attention to the fact 


that at the present time more than at any 
period in recent years we have the man of 
letters interesting himself in business af- 
fairs and in government, and ever for the 
greater benefit of the governed. He showed 
how Mr. Low had always been interested 
in literature and that it was owing to his 
literary studies that his speeches and ad- 
dresses on affairs had been of peculiar in- 
terest and had attracted readers which they 
might not otherwise have had. 

“Thus he has enforced his theories upon 
us by the means of the literary merit of 
their expressions, and he has confirmed for 
us the axiom that there can be no world 
of letters apart from the world of life.’’ 
Prof. Thomas told in glowing terms how 
the university had developed under the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Low, and said that 
it now led all American institutions of 
learning by its present number of candi- 
dates for the degrees of Bachelor of Arts 
and Doctor of Philosophy. 

Mr. Straus congratulated the club in 
having sent so many authors into the 
world of diplomacy and politics, where they 
had won great distinction, and he prophe- 
sied that Mr. Low was a man “ who would 
go far.”’ 

The guest of honor responded to the ad- 
dresses in his usual quiet way. He spoke 
of the responsibilities which he was about 
to take up, and bade his hearers remember 
that it was incumbent upon him to study 
the desires of the poor and the humble 
quite as much as the advice which he 
might receive from the gentlemen of the 
Authors’ Club. 

Mr. Low received most hearty applause 
both at the beginning and at the close of 
his sere. Among the guests were Arthur 
von Briesen, G, L. Rives, Dean Hoffman of 
the General Theological Seminary, Recorder 
Goff, C. V. Fornes, Judges Newburger and 
Bartlett, Justices Bischoff and Leventritt, 
George B. Post, Jacob A. Cantor and the 
Rev. J. W. Chadwick. 


WESTERN RAILROADS CONFER. 


Steps Taken to Terminate the Indis- 
criminate Cutting of Freight Rates.

CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—Presidents and ex- 
ecutive officers of various railroads met to- 
day at the Great Northern Building to put 
a stop to the indiscriminate rate cutting 
that has been going on west of the Missouri 
tiver.

VENEZUELA AND COLOMBIA. 


Both Buying Warships Here in Prepara- 
tion for Their Expected War. 


Preparations for the expected war be- 
tween Venezuela and Colombia are being 
hurriedly made by the agents of the two 
countries at present in the United States. 
Warships and merehant vessels suitable for 
auxiliary cruisers or transports are being 
sought eagerly, and it is said that Colom- 
bia has secured from Santo Domingo the 
ironclad Independencia, which carries a 
five-inch gun and several smaller rapid- 
fire Cannon. 

Sefior Jose Lamadrid of Cartagena is 
in New Orleans looking after merchant 
steamers which when armed would serve 
the purpose of cruisers. Gen. Diego A. de 
Castro of Baranquilla, Colombia, who 
came here in November, has selected the 
steamship Catania, which was a United 
States Army transport during the war with 
Fpain, as suitable to be used against Vene- 
zuela. The Catania is an iron hulled ves- 
se] built in Glasgow in 1881, and registers 
2,625 tons gross. She is 315 feet in length. 

The British steamship Ban Righ with 
4,000 cases of cartridges, 1,000 cases of 
rifles, several cannons, and tons of high 
explosives, which touched at Antwerp after 
leaving London, is expected to arrive with- 
in the next few days at a Cciombian port.

CIVIL GOVERNMENT 
FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 


Important Legislative Measure Will Be 
‘. 5 Drafted at an Early Date. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Secretary Root 
and Representative Cooper of Wisconsin, 
Chairman of the House Committee on In- 
sular Affairs, were in conference to-day, 
and as a result of this and further confer- 


ences to be held during the holidays, an im- 
pertant legislative measure is to be drafted 
lor a complete civil government for the 
Philippines. Already the measure is framed 
in the rough, and the perfected bill will be 
ready for introduction in the House soon 
after the recess, by which time Judge Taft 
will have arrived from the Philippines to 
give such advice as Congress may desire 
on the yarious features involved. 

The bill, in the rough draft, covers the 
questions of mining and forestry with a 
view to developing the industries, at the 
same time regulating the acquisition of 
mining and timber lands; the disposition of 
the lands of the friars, the regulation of 
tranchises, the establishment of banking 
facilities, the enactment of coinage and 
currency provisions requisite for the pecu- 
liar conditions there existing. The regula- 
tion of franchises is consideréd of prime 
importance, the idea being to so frame this 
branch of legislation as to encourage the 
investment of capital in the Philippines, 
giving the Filipipnos opportunities to work 
and thus allaying their disvontent. 

It is stated that the general purpose of 
the bill is to bring about self-government 
among the natives at the earliest practi- 
cable day, and this is to be accomplished 
sar guly by giving riya and systemati- 
zution to the many civilizing agencies of 
commerce, banking, exchange, 
telegraph, &c. Those takin 
framing of the measure find that it is a 
task of unusual proportions, far greater 
than that of framing the Porto Rico civil 
government bill, owing to the conditions 
n the Philippines, the continued presence 
of the military branch, and t&e transitional 
nage of the natives toward self-govern- 
ment.

TO BE UNVEILED ON SUNDAY. 


How the Government Has Tried to 
Avoid a Nationalist Demonstra- 
tion at the Ceremony.

LONDON, Dec. 20.—The Paris cor- 
respondent of The Times says the cere- 
mony of unveiling the Baudin monument 
is to take place next Sunday, and will 
assume a disproportionate importance, 
because of the attitude of the Municipal 
Councjl, which is controlled by National- 
ists. The ceremony will be a self-glori- 
fication of the republic and a political 
demonstration against its enemies. 

By not calling the ceremony ‘the in- 
auguration of a monument, the Govern- 
ment, says The Times’s correspondent, 
has ingeniously managed to exclude the 
Municipal Council from participation in 
it. The President of that body, M. Daus- 
set, had threatened to turn the incident 
into a Nationalist demonstration by 
delivering an address. If the affair 
were described as the formal unveiling 
and dedication of a statue the Municipal 
Council would have to be present. The 
Government calls it a ‘“telebration of 
the anniversary of Baudin’s death.” 

This, says the correspondent, is but a 
continuation of the strained relations 
between the Government and the Munic- 
ipal Couneil. 


Although the French Government calls 
the unveiling of the ptatue of Alphonse 
Baudin next Sunday aj celebration of the 
anniversary "' of Baudin's death, the real 
anniversary was on Dec. 3, It had been 
arranged that the unveiling of the Baudin 
monument was to take place on the Sunday 
following that date, but the trouble’ which 
arose in consequence of the attitude of the 
Nationalists caused the postponement of

When, fifty years ago last Dec. 2, Louis 
Napoleon, President of the French Repub 
lic, caused the overthrow of that republic 
and his own elevation to the rank of Em- 
peror, Alphonse Baudin was one of the 
members of the Chamber ‘of Deputies. He 
met his @death, with many other persons, 
on the barricade of the Faubourg St. An- 
toine, on the day following the nocturnal 
coup d'état. Taunted by bystanders with 
the fact that he received a salary, he ex- 
claimed, “I will show you how to die for 
25f. a Gay. mounted the barricade, and 
was shot by Louis Napoleon's troops. 

The subscription raised in 1868 for a me- 
morial over Baudin's tomb gave to Gam- 
betta, in defending the subscribers who 
were prosectited, his first opportunity of 
winning fame, and ied to his election to 
Parliament in the following year. Bau- 
din’'s body Hes in the Pantheon, but the 
beautiful tomb at Montmartre, under which 
it once lay, is one of the sights of Parts.

The Committee on Commerce and Reci- 
procity Advises Countries to Make 
Mutual Concessions. 

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 19.—The Commit- 
tee on Commerce ang Reciprocity of the 
Pan-American Congress has agreed sub- 
stantially on its report, which has been 
prepared by Pablo Macedo of the Mexican 

delegation. - 

Qn the subject of reciprocity the commit- 
tee lays special stress on the economic 
statements of the different Governments 
as based upon their necessities, and recog- 
nizes that many of the American republics 
are now, through the growing development 
of their domestic industries, tending more 


to utilizing their own natural products. 

Special attention is given to commercial 
reciprocity among the republics of the 
American Continent, and the opinion is 
expressed that a eareful investigation by 
the different governments will demon- 
strate that they can make mutual conces- 
sions which, with the reciprocal advantages 
derived from traffic among themselves, 
will stimulate the improvement of their 
natural products and of their national in- 
dustries to the point of compensating for 
any pecuniary sacrifice which such con- 
cessions in the beginning may seem to im- 
pose. In support of this view are cited 
freedom of exchanges, the benefits which 
have been enjoyed a the reciprocity 
agreements which prevail among the five 
Pepe biics of Central America. 

he committee gives its adhesion to the 
making of treaties of commercial reciproc- 
ity as a fundamental principle of Pan- 
Americanism, with the suggestion that these 
should be based upon a careful study of the 
interests of the different republics so that 
advantages which may be conceded shall 
be mutual and stable and in a permanent 
way facilitate international traffic. 

The resolution accompanying the report 
recommends that within a year a technical 
customs congress be held in New York com- 
posed of delegates named by the different 
Governments who are skilled in the tech- 
nieal knowledge and practice of tariff ad- 
ministration. 

This Congress is to vonsider various sub- 
jects, among which are uniformity of rules 
for the entrance and discharge of cargoes 
and the clearing of vessels engaged in in- 
ternational commerce; uniformity and sim- 
plification of Custom House forms, &c. 

The committee also includes in its recom- 
mendations that the customs congress give 
its attentien to means for the adoption and 
enforcement of a common commercial 
nomenclature. This project was presented 
by W. I. Buchanan of the AJnited States 
delegation.

|COLD DELAYS THE 
WESTERN TRAFFIC 


Union Pacific and Colorado and 
Southern Trains Stalled in Snow. 


Blockade May Last for an Indefinite 
Time—A Rotary Plow Smashes 
Into Train. 


CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Dec. 19.—As a 
result of the recent storm in Wyoming and 
Nebraska the Union Pacific trains, east- 
bound trains of the Burlington route, and 
north-bound ones of the Colorado and 
Southern are practically at a standstill. 

All trains on the Union Pacific are eom- 
pelled to spend hours in snowdrifts, wait- 
ing for the rotary plows to make openings 
they can pass through. To make matters 
worse, a Union Pacific rotary plow, pushed 
by two big compound engines, slashed its 
way to the rear of a train of ded@d-head 
tourist sleepers near Sherman. The wreck- 
age caught fire 2nd a cabouse and nine 
tourist cars were completely destroyd. The 
work of clearing the track is slow, and 
the blockade may last for an indefinite 
period. 

A blockade at Ramsey, forty miles east 
of Rawlins, has stopped the passage of 
trains into Laramie from tke west, and the 
one at Sherman blocks traffic west-bound. 

On the Colorado and Southern, twenty-one 
miles north of Cheyenne, a passenger train 
was derailed, The accident has completely 
tied up traffic on that branch. 

No trains have come in over the Burling- 
ton from Holdredge for two days. A drift 
derailed an engine about 100° miles east of 
Cheyenne, and the wreckers have not yet 
succeeded in getting it back upon the rails, 
ln addition, the branch is now snowbound 
tor a stretch of more than fifty miles.

the passenger trains tied up at Sherman 
and Solon, Wyom., had been relieved. A 
number of freight trains are still tied up on 
sidings. where they have been placed to 
clear the main line for the delayed passen- 
ger trains.

FELL INTO POLICE TRAP. 


This Silversmith’s Assistant Believed 
to Have Been Concerned in 
Many Burglaries. 

Clever work by the police of the Alex- 
ander Avenue Station yesterday afternoon 
resuited in the arrest of Charles Fisher, 
thirty years old, who they believe to have 
used his position an assistant to a

Courtney taxed him with the ownership 
of the keys. The man became at once con- 
fused, and, after denying, admitted that 
they were his.

DOCTORS DISCUSS 
___ TUBERCULOSIS. 


Experiments with Human and Bovine 
Bacilli Told of at Academy of 
Medicine’s Meeting. 

The New York Academy of Medicine, at 
a meeting held last night, discussed the re- 

lation of human to bovine tuberculosis. 

Dr. Theobald Smith, Professor of Com- 
parative Pathology in the Harvard Experi- 
mental School, said that while he did not 
believe the theory of indiscriminate transfer 
of bovine tubercular bacilli to man to be 
sound, yet he could not coincide with Prof. 


Koch in the opinion. that such transfer 
could not be made. 

Speaking of the possible infection from 
milk. of tubercular cattle Dr. A. Jacobs 

ointed out a number of cases in which 
sath from intestinal and other tuberculosis 
had resulted where milk was used which 
came from cattle infected with bovine 
tuberculosis. The comparative scarcity of 
these cases should not throw discredit 
upon the necessity of careful safeguards 
against the disease originating from such 
sources. 

Dr, Park, in supplementing Dr, Smith’s 
address on the difference between the two 
kinds of bacilli, told of an experiment he 
had made recently in which four calves 
were treated with the daily output of tuber- 
culosis sputum from St. Luke’s Hospital, 
and, despite the great amount of human 
bacilli with which they were dosed, when 
three of the calves were killed a few weeks 
ago, no trace of infection could be found. 
From this Dr. Park said he inferred in so 
far as the circumstances of the experiment 
justified that, while bovine tuberculosis 
may be transferred to man, human tuber- 
cular bacilli have no effect up cattle.

CROSS-TOWN CARS STALLED. 


Homeward Bound Theatregoers De- 
layed by an Accident for Half 
an Hour. 


For thirty minutes last night the Twenty- 
third Street electric cars that run between 
the West Twenty-third Street Ferry and 
the East Thirty-fourth Street Ferry were 
stalled. Much inconvenience was caused to 
homeward-bound theatregoers, and many 


of them left the cars because of the delay 
and continued to their destinations afoot. 
Car No. 392, which leit the East Thirty- 
fourth Steeet Ferry on its westward trip 
at 11:40 P. M., was turning the corner at 
Thirty-fourth Street and cond Avenue 
to go south, when it jumped the track, The 
low, which transmits the electric current 
rom the channel rails in the conduit to the 
motors of the car, was wrenched from its 
fastenings and became tightly wedged in 
the slot.

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AMALGAMATED COPPER 
DIVIDEND | PER CENT. 


Heavy Dealings and Lively Fluctu- 
ations in the Stock. 


Further Cut of One Cent Per Pound in 
the Price of the Metal—An Of- 
ficial Statement. 


The Directors of the Amalgamated Cop- 
per Company yesterday, after a meeting 
which it is intimated was not altogether 
harmonious, declared a dividend of 1 per 
cent. on Amalgamated stock—a reduction 
of one-half of 1 per cent. from the previous 
quarter. Earlier in the day announcement 
had been made by the United Metals Sell- 
ing Company, the selling agent of the 
Amalgamated, of a further cut of 1 cent per 
pound in the price of copper to 13 cents for 
lake, 12% cents for electrolytic, and 12% 
cents for castings. 

The announcement of the cut in the divi- 
dend was attended with much excitement. 
Fully fifty people—some newspaper men, 
some clerks in brokers’ offices, and some 
ordinary, everyday speculators—lay in wait 
outside the company’s offices, on the sixth 
floor of 52 Broadway, from 2:30 until 3:30 
o'clock, waiting expectantly and anxiously 
the announcement. The several Wall Street 
news bureaus had made careful arrange- 
ments to ‘“‘signal’’the result once it was 
announced, but these and ail other arrange- 
ments were knocked awry by the behavior 
of the waiters. When at the conclusion of 


the meeting the attendant at the Amalga- 
mated office came into the corridor bear- 
ing in his hand several sheets of paper 
containing the dividend announcement a 
wild rush for him and his pap rs tollowed, 
with the result that in the confusion the 
unfortunate young man was nearly thrown 
Over the balustrade and ali his papers were 
torn to pieces. Only after a two or three 
minute struggle did the excitement sub- 
side, and finauy it was learned what action 
actualiy had been taken. 

In addition to the dividend announcement 
made at the conclusion of the meeting a 
statement was given out explaining the 
position of the company, and the reasons 
tor the reductions in the price of the metal. 
This statement is the first ofticial one made 
since the agitation over copper and copper 
stocks began, some months ago, to have 
such disturbing eftect, and was read witha 
very great deai of interest in the financial 
district. It is as follows: 

The conditions prevailing in the copper trade up 
to the commencement of the present year were 
very satisfactory, and, so far as this country is 
concerned, are still 30, every copper wire, brass, 
and electrical manutacturing concern being run 
to its full capacity. A large proportion, how- 
ever, of the copper produced in this country has 
to find a market abroad. The unsatisfactory 
trade conditions which have existed during the 
present year in Europe, together with the fact 
that the supplies of copper to Europe from 
sources outside this country have increased, have 
jointly causd a falling off in exports of about 
65,000 tons. This decrease has in some degree 
been compensated for by increased domestic con- 
sumption. 

By adopting the policy of maintaining a firm 
price a large proportion of the loss arising from 
the decrease of exports has been borne by the 
companies, whose shares are owned wholly or in 
part by the Amalgamated Copper Company. This 
policy has in the past been the best for these 
companies, as the proportion of the copper 
which has been sold has realized a larger profit 
than would have been realized had all the copper 
which had been produced been sold at a much 
lower price. It has likewise prevented fluctua- 
tions in price which would tend to demoralize 
the business of manufacturers consuming copper. 

The officials of these various companies, after 
carefully considering the situation in all its 
yhases, decided that it would be better in the 
nterests of the companies they represented to 
refrain from forcing upon the market more 
copper than was actually needed, as such action 
would only have led to abnormally low prices. 
The selling agents of these companies were 
therefore instructed not to attempt to force 
upon the market more than was actually needed 
for consumption, but to maintain a firm price. 
If officials of other copper producing companies 
had taken the same view of the situation and 
maintained a firm price there is little doubt 
that the present unsettled conditions of the mar- 
ket would have been in part, if not wholly, 
obviated, 

During the present month the United Metals 
Selling Company, the selling agent of the com- 
panies, in which the Amalgamated Copper Com- 
pany is interested, has, notwithstanding these 
conditions, sold considerably over 100,000,000 
pounds of copper for future delivery. 

During the past two years the companies in 
which the Amalgamated Copper Company is in- 
terested have equipped their mines and smelt- 
ers with the latest improvements and most 
modern labor-saving appliances, and one of these 
companies has built the largest and best-equipped 
smelter in existence. This can be put in com- 
mission early in the new year, so that from now 
on these companies can produce copper at a 
cost that can successfully compete with any 
copper producer in the world. 

The future prosperity of the copper business 
depends largely upon such a revival of foreign 
trade as will bring the total consumption of 
copper nearer to the production than is the case 
at present, 

The Directors of the Amalgamated Copper 
Company have declared a dividend of 1 per cent. 
on its capital stock, payable Jan. 27. 1902. 

As will be noticed, the dividend declared 
is not set out specifically as a quarterly 
dividend. Reason for this ts learned 
from an important interest in the com- 
pany, who declares that the word quar- 
terly was omitted, not because the Dt- 
rectors feel that three mentns hence they 
may be called upon further to reduce cr 
perhaps altogether to pass the dividend, 
but rather that they hope that by that 
time the general copper situation will so 


| be clarified and improved that they may 


be able to restore, in part at least, the old 
dividend rate, which, until three months 
ago, had always been ii per cent. and 4 
per cent. extra. It is declared, indeed, 
the war in prices must sooner or 
force all the independent compa- 
nies into line toward an effectual and last- 
ing trade settlement. 

What the action of the independent com- 
panies will be in respect to price is at 
present more or less problematical. It is 
understood, however, that the further cut 
will be met by them, but that they are 
somewhat more disposed to consider 
a trade understanding if a satisfactory 
one can be reached. 


On the Stock Exchange Amalgamated

FIGHT OVER A WILL o 
REVEALS A ROMANCE. 


The Troubles of the Warner Family of 
New Jersey. 


Special to The New York Times. 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Dec. 19.—A 
romantic story was disclosed in the trial 
here to-day in the Orphans’ Court of an 
action by which Miss Allenia C. W. Sharpe 
of Salisbury, Conn., a woman of thirty, 
seeks to set aside the will of her grand- 


father, who was an eccentric retired New 
York merchant. Among those who testi- 
fied to-day were ex-State Senator Donald 
Warner, now a Judge in Litchfield Coun- 
ty, Conn. 

Years ago the Warners lived on a farm 
{n Woodbridge, Middlesex County. In the 
family were two sons, Allen and Augus- 
tus, and a daughter, Caroline, the mother 
of Miss Sharpe, the plaintiff. Both the 
sons were students at a law school. One 
day while on the roof of their home, Allen, 
the older, made a misstep and was killed 
by the fall. The incident so affected his 
brother that he lost his reason, 

Broken-hearted by the fate of his son, 
the elder Warner retired from business and 
moved to a farm just outside of Wood- 
bridge, where he took care of his other 
son until his death. 

At this time the home of the Warners 
was a great rendezyous for young people, 
and the daughter, who was a beautiful girl, 
became the belle of the section. She after- 
ward eloped with Robert Sharpe, whom she 
met ata party. This was against her fath- 
er’s wishes, and she was disowned. 

Nothing was heard from her for a year, 
when one night in a storm she appeared 
at her father’s house and asked for shel- 
ter. In her arms was an infant daughter. 
She told her father that her husband had 
taken to drink and treated her cruelly. 

Soon after her return to her father’s 
home Mrs. Sharpe died. Sharpe made sev- 
eral attempts to get possession of his child, 
and succeeded when the girl was three 
years old. The death of his daughter had 
made Warner melancholy, and he never 
changed his will. All his affection was 
centred in his granddaughter, and when 
she was abducted by her father he spent a 
small fortune to recover possession of the 
child. Detectives were employed, and after 
a year’s searching the child was found in 
a shanty in the clay mines, clothed in 
rags. The detectives took!the girl to her 
grandfather. Money was lavished on her 
education. She grew up to be a beautiful 
young woman, and every one supposed she 
was the sole heiress to the vast estate. 

When the elder Warner died and his will 
was read it was found that he had left his 
property in trust to his son, to go to a dis- 
tant relative at his death. Believing that 
her grandfather was mentally unfit to 
make a will, Miss Sharpe began the con- 
test. The fortune is in stocks and bonds, 
Pennsylvania coal lands, and New York 
City real estate. 


Want Germany to Keep Art Objects. 


BERLIN, Dec. 19.—The removal to the 


United States of the Manfel collection of 
antique watches, which has now been 
loaned to the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
in New York at the request of Gen. Di 
Cesnola, Director of the museum, is a sub- 
ject of comment in several of the news- 
papers that are campaigning for the estab- 
lishment of a law, similar to the one now 
in force in Italy, prohibiting the removal of 
works of art from the country.

SPELL OF HYPNOTISM 
INSPIRES AN ACTRESS 


Dr. Quackenbos Helped Her to Win 
Fame in a Night. 


HE EXPLAINS HIS METHOD 


Startling Disclosures of His Influence 
Upon Halting Ministers, Artists, and 
Students Whom “Stage Fright” 
Has Paralyzed. 


The medical fraternity of the entire city 
discussed yesterday the paper read Wednes- 
day night before the Medico Legal Society 
by Dr. John Duncan Quackenbos, emeritus 
Professor of Psychology in Columbia Unt- 
versity, in which he told of a young actress 
who a few months ago won fame in a single 
night while under the spell of hypnotic sug- 
gestion. 

The spell was put upon the actress by Dr. 
Quackenbos himself after she had come to 
him a sufferer from stage fright at the 
very threshold of her career. Under its 
influence, according to Dr. Quackenbos, 
she appeared in a new play in a Broadway 
theatre, and under the management of one 
of the greatest managers of the country. 
After her performance the press of the 
city united in commending her work. The 
audience called her before the curtain 
seven times, and she became famous at 
once. + 

This case was cited by Dr. Quackenbos, 
as he stated, to give point to his contention 
that hypnotism or mesmerism is a tre- 
mendous force in the being not only of 
man, but of the lower animals, and even 
of insects, and that the scientists of to-day 
are but standing at the threshold of a 
mysterious realm. 

Dr. Quackenbos, seen yesterday at his 
office, supplemented this example of hyp- 
notic suggestion with others equally start- 


ling. He denied, héwever, that the actress 
mentioned in his paper was at the time 
she made her great success this Fall in a 
trance of the Trilby order. He said: 

**] applied in her case principles that are 
not entirely new. As the time for her first 
night drew near she became attacked with 
Stage fright, and her manager brought her 
to me as a last resort. In her case I studied 
her part in the play, and, as near as it was 
possible for me to do so, saturated myseif 
with its spirit. She was to visit me three 
times. She made two visits, and on each 
of these occasions I put her into.a hyp- 
notic sleep, and while she was in this state 
{ impressed vpon her by the power of sug- 
sestion that she was actually the charac- 
ter that she was to portray. 

‘**I filled her with the idea that she was 
superior to her surroundings, and brought 
out by suggestion every dramatic capabili- 
ty that had lain dormant within her. I 
iimpressed upon her that her acting 
throughout would be consistent with her 
ae gp gee of the heroine of the play in 
which she was to take part, and would be 
sincere and natural in its tone. After two 
slecps she became imbued with absolute 
confidence, and, refusing a third treatment, 
went before the footlights a consummate 
mistress of her art. 

“She was not in a trance the night she 
made her firsi appearance, and I was not 

| even present in the theatre, but the sub- 

liminal force in her being had been made 
for the time the dominant force, and her 
oekt -comnclpnaneas was completely obliter- 
ated. 

“That is all there is in the treatment. 
The operator brings into activity the dor- 
mant psychic power in the subject. Hyp- 
notic suggestion will not give a man knowl- 
edge, it simply enables him to -omprehend 
things that he has known, but half for- 
gotten; it will bring to his fingers’ ends all 
the knowledge he has ever had, and inspires 
him with an overwhelming confidence in 
himself. 

“There is a young Woman violinist ap- 
pearing in this city. te-day, who a short 
time ago was almost rufned in her art by 
self-consciousness. I know nothing «bout 
violin playing, but by putting her into a 
hypnotic sleep and impressing on her that 
she was capable of the very highest ex- 
pression on her instrument, she performs 
now as one inspired. See her some day ard 
notice the utter absence of self-conscious- 
ness in her work. 

‘I have also had a number of ministers 
of various denominations who got inco that 
state where they dreaded the coming of 
Sunday. They come to me at regular in- 
tervals. I put them into a hyprotic sleep, 
and by suggestion make them think that 
it is not themselves talking, but the spirit 
of God speaking through them. Some pow- 
erful sermons preached in local pulpits re- 
cently and reported in the press have come 
immediately after a hypnotic sleep 

‘Recently I had a young woman singer 
come here from California to study under 
one of the most distinguished teachers in 
the city. She has a splendid voice, but 
had certain vices of expression which the 
teacher told her would take two years to 
correct. One hypnotic sleep was sufficient 
to correct these faults entirely, and almost 
incur the enmity of her music teacher. It 
was done by simply impressing her with a 
conviction that the faults did not exist. 

“The same method has worked success- 
fully with scores of students in Columbia 
University. I had one young man last 
June, the son of a wealthy man in the city, 
who was promised a trip abroad if he suc- 
cessfully passed his examinations. He felt 
absolutely hopeless of being able to pass, 
and came to me in despair to be experi- 
mented upon. The experiment was a com- 
plete success, and he took his coveted trip 
through Europe. By hypnotic suggestion 
all the knowledge gained by him during the 
year was simply brought to his fingers’ 
ends, so to speak. 

‘‘Hypnotism is a vast subject, and has 
been abused by charlatans and tricksters, 
but there is much in it.”’ 


WORK OF STATE CHARITIES. 


Aid Association’s Annual Reports Show 
that Much Good Was Done—Com- 


missioner Keller Commended. 
Reports of good work in many widely dif- 
ferent fields were received at the twenty- 
ninth annual meeting of the State Chari- 
ties Aid Association held yesterday after- 
noon in the United Charities Building, with 

Prof. George F. Canfield in the Chair. 
There were, for instance, 1,025 students 
instructed in giving first aid to the in- 
jured. Literature supplied to hospitals in- 
cluded 7,380 books, 27,187 magazines, 57,354 
other periodicals, and 246,589 daily news- 
papers. The administration of John W. 


Keller, as Commissioner of Charities, was 
commended in the main, but the abolition 
of all pauper and workhouse labor in the 
department and better quarters for all the 
employes were recommended. 

Owing to the increase of insanity, it was 
shown that new State hospitals for the in- 
sane must be erected, and the meéting de- 
clared in favor of the establishment of 
comparative)y small, Bpychepatitonl hospi- 
tals as auxiliaries, in big cities. 

Miss KE. W. Guy, who superintends the 
placing of destitute children in homes, re- 
ported 200 thus provided for since the 
work began in 1898. Mrs. Henry Outhout 

reseit the report of the Committee on 

roviniing Situations for Mothers with In- 
fants, which showed that since 1898 there 
had bee. °%,Szx situations found for such 
women, Chairman Charles H. Marshall of 
the Finance Committee fetes receipts for

SMALLPOX IN A HOSPITAL.

Case Treated at Fordham for Days Be- 

j “fore True Nature of Disease 

j Was Discovered. 

William Vogt of Rochester, N. Y., was 

removed from the Fordham Hospital yes- 

| terday, where he had been since last Sun- 

| day suffering from a well-defined case of 
smallpox, and was taken to the Willard 
Parker Hospital. He came to this city last 
Friday, and stayed at a house at Anthony 
Avenue and One Hund d Seventy- 
oeventh Street. He yas in whes he ar- 
rived there, “Biospit unday was taken to 
the Fordham tal, There his case was 
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diagnosed as malaria. He was _ placed in 
the surgical ward, where Dr. Thedford is 
in charge. 

At 9 o’clock yegterday morning Dr. 
Thedford became cdnvinced that the man 
was suffering from smallpox, and at once 
notified the Board of Health. Dr. Bugene 
Moynihan and Dr. Spencer of the Health 
Department called at the hospital and re- 
moved the patient to the Willard Parker 
Hospital. ‘ 

There were twenty-one patients in the 
ward where the man had been ill, and they 
were vaccinated immediately and quaran- 
tined, as were also the nurses who had at- 
tended him. Five other patients were dis- 
charged from the same ward during the 
time that Vogt was ill there, and the 
Health Department is now trying to locate 
them, in order to vaccinate them and those 
with whom they have come in contact since 
they were discharged from the hospital. 
One of these is James Hall Watson of 671 
Fifth Avenue, who was found unconscious 
on the grave of his father on Wednesday 
in. Woodlawn Cemetery. 

Dr. Thedford refused to discuss the mat- 
ter last night, but his assistant, Dr. 
Montgomery, said that they could not be 
blamed for not having discovered sooner 
that the man was suffering from smallpox, 
for fourteen days is often required for a 
case of the disease to develop. 


IRISH LEAGUE’S FIRST SESSION. 


Organization Meets and Issues an Ap- 
peal for Aid for Ireland. 

The Provisional Executive Committee of 
the United Irish League of America, 
formed by the Irish members of Parlia- 
ment, Redmond, McHugh, and O'Donnell, 
before they left for Ireland, held its first 
meeting yesterday at the Hoffman House. 

A constitution and by-laws, based on the 
lines of the old Land League, were adopted 
and arrangements were made to organize 
the country in support of the United Irish 
League in Ireland. The constitution is 


framed so that persons not of Irish biood 
may join, 

The Executive Committee drafted an ad- 
dress to the people of all countries and all 
creeds appealing for aid to the Irish cause, 
The drafters “neither denounce nor re- 
nounce physical force,’’ but recognize that 
the country is in no condition to take up 
arms against its ‘‘ oppressors.’’ The appeal 
tells of the suffering and oppression of the 
people, and calls on all Irishmen, in the 
names of Parnell, Redmond, Davitt, Dillon, 
and other Irish patriots, to aid the cause. 

It is suggested that ten or more inter- 
ested in the cause, whether Irish or of 
other nationalities, get together and form 
a branch of the league, These should elect 
officers and write to the Provisional Com- 
mittee for instructions. 

This appeal is signed by the leading mem- 
bers of the new organization from all parts 
of the United States, 


FATAL FIRE IN ERIE BASIN. 


Blazing Acid Threatens Firemen’s Lives 
and Causes the Death of an Aged 
Man—Water Front’s Danger. 


Erie Lasin, with its many valuable stores 
and thousands of feet of docks and an- 
chored vessels of all sorts, was the scene 
of a fire that threatened a large section of 
Brooklyn's water front early yesterday 
morning. The flames were discovered short- 
ly after 8 o'clock in the plant of the Marion 
Refining Company, which occupied Beard’s 
Store No, 17. Before the firemen had sub- 
dued the flames, James Hall, aged seventy- 
three years, had lost his life. His body was 
found in the débris several hours afterward 

Four alarms were sounded and several 
special calls were sent in. When Deputy 


Chief Doyle was directing the fight against 
the fire, W. W. Murray, chemist of the 
company, arrived and said that 5,000 pounds 
of acid in some large vats should be allowed 
to run out, as an explosion might result 
from them at any minute. The faucets 
were Icosened, and it was during the out- 
ward rush of the acid that Hall was burned 
to death. Ten firemen had torun for their 
lives from the flaming stream of liquid, 
—— spread quicker than they had ex- 
pected. 

Hall lived in Brooklyn. His son tele- 
phoned to the station that he would come 
there to take charge of the body, and it 
was learned later that the old man’s wife 
was totally blind and so feeble that it was 
thought unwise to tell her of the calamity. 
Hall was a general utility man about the 
plant that was burned. 

The loss on the building was estimated at 
42,000. The general manager of the Marion 

efining Company is Arthur W. French.

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ADMIRAL SCHLEY’S EXCEPTIONS. 

Secretary LoNnG’s worst enemy could 
not give him more perilous advice than 
‘shat now so freely offered that he hurry 
4p with his indorsement of the findings 
of the court of inquiry and so “ close’ 
the Sampson-Schley controversy. The 
Sampson-Schley controversy will be 
<fosed when justice has been done to Ad- 
tniral ScHLEy, not before. One act of 
vutrageous injustice cannot be atoned 
for by another no less outrageous; and 
a storm .of public indignation is not to 
be allayed by those who have provoked 
it agreeing among themselves that noth- 
ing more is to be said or done. 

It will be well for the gentlemen in the 
Navy Department to understand clearly 
that the final court ‘in this case is the 
people of the United States. The people 
have been attentive observers of the 
progress of the controversy. They have 
witnessed the fury of the assaults upon 
ScHLEY, and they are beginning to have 
an inkling of the motives that lie behind 
them. They have réad the testimony and 
studied the findings of the court. They 
now have before them the exceptions 
filed by ScHLEyY’s counsel, and they see, 
as every fair-minded man can see, that 
the Secretary will disregard them at his 
peril. If the proceedings had been secret 
the Secretary might tear up the excep- 
tions, shut the door in the face of Ad- 
miral ScHLBY, and approve the findings. 
The public would have to be content, for 
it would have no basis of knowledge 
for its censures. But this has not been a 
‘midnight proceeding. It has gone on in 
the light of noonday, and the people of 
the country have such adequate knowl- 
edge of it that they are competent to 
judge of the merit of the exceptions. 
They will find them well taken. It was 
impossible that the majority of the court 
should have reached its recorded conclu- 
sions without altogether disregarding the 
testimony of distinguished naval officers 
whose veracity has never been im- 
peached and who were in a better po- 
sition than any other witness to have 
knowledge of material facts. 

The testimony of Capt. Coox of the 
Brooklyn, if it had been regarded or be- 
lieved by the court, would have made 
impossible the findings in regard to dila- 
toriness, in regard to the “ loop,” and in 
regard to Hopeson. Capt. Cook testified 
that there was no danger of a collision 
with the Texas, and that instead of caus- 
ing the Brooklyn “to lose distance and 
position with the Spanish vessels, espe- 
cially with the Vizcaya and the Colon,” 
the “loop” brought him about with the 
Vizeaya on the starboard bow, the 
Oquendo abeam, and the Colon only a 
little further away. All three were firing 
on the Brooklyn, and the whole Ameri- 
can fleet was astern and invisible, until 
presently the Oregon emerged from the 
smoke. Unless Capt. CooK’s testimony 
is to be thrown out altogether, the 
“loop” cannot be considered a subject 
tur criticism. 

The finding in which ScuiLry is cen- 
fired for failing to capture or destroy 
the Spanish vessels at anchor 
entrance of Santiago Harbor on May 29 
und 30, and the Colon on May 31,’ flies 
in the face, not only of the testimony of 
unimpeached witnesses, but of the orders 
of the Secretary of the Navy himself, who 
had very wisely instructed commanders 
not to endanger in an action with shore 
batteries ships which there was every 
probability would be needed in 
fight or chase. The finding in regard to 
coal supply alse allows no weight as to 
its effect upon ScHLEyY’s judgment to the 
general order of the department at the 
beginning of the war to all officers “to 
keep their bunkers well filled with the 
best obtainable coal. 

The finding in respect to ScHLEY’s fail- 
ure to get earlier information as to pres- 
ence of the Spanish fleet in the Harbor 
of Cienfuegos is unaccountable. Mc- 
CALLA testified that, although he had 
arranged a secret code with the insur- 
gents, he communicated it only to Capt. 
CHADWICK, not to ScHLEY. Evans testi- 
fied that he knew about the code before 
leaving Key West, had a written memo- 
randum of it, which he had lost, and did 
not communicate it to ScHLeY. CHAD- 
Wick testified that he knew about the 
code, but did not communicate it tu 
Scuitey. An impartial world may have 
various opinions about the failure to im- 
part a knowledge of the code to the one 
man who ought to have known about it, 
but it can hardly fail to condemn us ab- 
surd a criticism for which no occasion 
would have been furnished if ScHLrr 
had been, in possession of the informa- 
tion so strangely kept from him. 

The twenty-ninth exception of Admiral 
ScHLerY is as follows:

facts, discarding all the other testimony in 
the case, without muking the slightest ref- 
erence to it, as they were directed by the 
precept to do. 


It would be difficult to draw up a more 
terrible arraignment of the majority of 
the court. Yet it is impossible to deny 
or conceal the merit and great force of 
these exceptions to the findings. No civil 
court, unless its mind was filled with in- 
conceivable prejudice, would fail to give 
them most painstaking consideration. 
The Secretary of the Navy is called upon 
by the applicant to disapprove the find- 
ings of the majority and to remit the 
testimony to the court for further and 
due consideration. His approval of the 
findings without any attempt to give 
the relief prayed for would put him in a 
position before the American people 
which no prudent man would wish to 
occupy. 

It is in vain that congratulations are 
offered to the Senate and House on their 
having packed the Naval Committees 
against ScHLEy. It is very evident that 
the ScHLEY ‘case will not “down.” It 
ought not to “down” until the eternal 
laws of justice have been successfully 
invoked for the defense of a brave and 
capable officer against the most infa- 
mous and malignant assaults ever made 
upon any warrior on sea or land by his 
comrades in arms. It is too late now to 
talk about further discrediting the navy 
by keeping the controversy open. The 
public knows too well the source of the 
discredit to make any mistake in placing 
the responsibility. It does not rest upon 
SCHLEY or upon the friends of ScHLEY. 
But the discredit will remain and harm 
be done until an end be put to the 
detestable business by an arbitrament 
that will deserve the approval of a just 
Nation, 


THE “PROFESSION” OF POSTMAS- 
TER GENERAL. 

The following expression of the views 
of Postmaster General SMITH was cited 
in our Washington dispatches of Wednes- 
day. It is so sensible and fits so well 
the facts as they have been brought out 
in the experience of many years that it 
is worth while to call especial attention 
to them: 


“The Postmaster Generalship,” he said 
two years ago in a private conversation 
which may now be repeated without violat- 
ing any confidence, ‘‘ ought to be a perma- 
nent office. It is impossible for a man, 
taken, as the Postmaster General always is, 
from private life or official place, with no 
knowledge or experience of the business, 
to acquire a sufficient poreenae of the 
work in the time he has before him. To be 
Postmaster General is a profession in itself. 
It takes a lifetime to acquire full knowl- 
edge of it.” 


Several inferences are inevitable from 
this statement. One is that the Post 
Office Department should be treated, as 
far as possible, as a business office, with 
appointments and promotions through all 
the lower grades for tested fitness alone 
and with a head of the department de- 
voted to this system. Another inference, 
closely connected with this, is that the 
upper positions in the department should 
be filled, so far as practicable, by pro- 
motion, and their incumbents changed 
only when the efficiency of the service 
could be advanced by changes. And still 
another is that partisan motives should 
be excluded from the organization, the 
administration, and the personnel of the 
department. If this is, as it plainly is, 
the ideal to which Mr. Smit, himself at 
once an experienced politician and an ex- 
perienced Postmaster General, arrived 
as the fruit of his study of the work of 
his department, it is one that the people 
naturally expect President RoosEVELT to 
pursue and to recommend to the suc- 
cessor of Mr. SMITH, Mr. PAYNE. As we 
have already remarked, it is not the 
ideal suggested by Mr. PAYNE’s previous 
career. That fact will distinctly increase 
the responsibility of both the Postmaster 
General and the President. 


DR. CUYLER ON “GOD’S DAY.” 

The Rev. Dr. CuYLER, who has earned 
a right to advise as to public questions, 
and especially questions involving moral 
considerations, by long years of consci- 
entious devotion to civic duty, writes in 
this week's Evangelist on ‘‘Gop’s Day 
and the German’s Beer.” His general 
position is thus defined in his opening 
sentences: 

A conflict is waging in this city of Greater 
New York, which, as the sailors say of a 
storm, ‘‘ will blow harder before it blows 
less.’ It concerns one of the fundamentals 
both of civic morality and spiritual re- 
ligion. Gop’s Book and Gop’s Day are the 
two pillars on which Christianity rests; 
everything that tends to undermine the 
Sabbath undermines both Church and Com- 
monwealth. Gop owns the one day in 
seven; to steal it is a robbery of our 
Heavenly Father; it was ‘‘ made for man,"’ 
not only for rest to his toiling body, but 
salvation for his immortal soul. In fight- 
ing against open dramshops on Gop’s Day 


we have got to plant ourselves on this solid 
bedrock or we shall be overthrown. 


He regards the proposition that the 
German element in this cosmopolitan 
city shall have opportunity to buy fresh 
beer for their family use or shall have 
orderly places in which they can consume 
beer on Sunday as a plea for special 
legislation in favor of a class and abso- 
lutely forbidden by the Divine law. 

Of course, it would be idle to argue 
with Dr. CUYLER as to the authority of 
what he regards as Divine inhibition or 
as to his interpretation of it. That there 
are other clergymen who differ wholly 
from him in the interpretation would 
make no difference to him, nor would 
the fact that there are numerous and 
devout communities of German Protest- 
ants in which the practice of drinking 
in moderation in public on Sunday is 
both approved and adopted by religious 
teachers. But we may be permitted to 
point out that the law now on the statute 
books not only does not prohibit the sale 
of liquor on Sunday, but permits it under 
conditions that have produced most un- 
fortunate and scandalous results. The 
aim of those who wish te modify this 
law is not to permit indiscriminate sale 
of liquor on Sunday, as the present law 
does under demoralizing conditions, ‘but 
to secure at once reasonable and safe 
Sunday sales of light drinks and the 
strict enforcement of the closing of all 
places for any other kind of sales. The 
observance of the Sabbath under this 
amendment of the law would be much 
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more near to the ideal even of Dr. Cuy- 
LER than is the present system, author- 
ized by law. The reverend doctor’s 
weighty blows are, it seems to us, direct- 
ed wrongly against an imaginary evil 
and to the perpetuation of a very real 
one.

SECRETARY GAGE. 

There must come a time in the course 
of human events when Mr. GAGE will 
cease to be Secretary of the Treasury. 
That, so far as the public is now in- 
formed, is the only basis for the latest 
renewal of the ancient story that he is 
about to retire from the Cabinet. 

Mr. GAGE has been a most useful Sec- 
retary. He has managed the affairs of 
the department with skill and judgment. 
He has seen the accomplishment, largely 
through his influence and in accordance 
with his plans, of the establishment of 
the gold standard. He has given to 
Congress and to the country a great deal 
of sound counselyas to the development 
of the banking system and of the cur- 
rency of the Union, most of which has 
fallen on stony soil, and has borne no 
fruit. It would not be surprising if he 
should desire to retire to the relative 
ease of business life. He is not a poli- 
ticlan, and he has shown no inclination 
to use the powers and opportunities of 
his great office to build up or break 
down any faction or party, and least of 
all, to promote any ends of his own. 
He is entitled to retire whenever he 
thinks best, and when he does so, he 
will carry with him the grateful respect 
of the best-informed business men of 
the country. But at present he seems 
to agree with the representatives of this 
class that he can still be of service in 
Washington. 


INTERVENTION IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

The cable has transmitted to us a re- 
markable suggestion of a Berlin news- 
paper, though less remarkable than it 
would be if the cable had not already fa- 
miliarized us with the ways of looking 
at things of the Berlin press in general, 
and of this newspaper, the Kreuz Zei- 
tung, in particular. 

The suggestion is that the United 
States shall forcibly intervene to put a 
stop to the war in South Africa. It is 
so urgent and peremptory in its terms 
as to take the form of an appeal, almost 
of a demand. One looks for the reasons 
by which such an appeal is to be sup- 
ported. Like Sir Andrew Aguecheek, 
the Prussian publicist has “no exqui- 
site reason for it,’’ but he thinks he has 
“reason good enough.” Good enough 
his reasons may be from the point of view 
of Berlin; and it does not seem to strike 
him that that may not be the point of 
view of Washington or of New York. 
‘fe has discovered, in the first place, 
that there is an antagonism between 
the United States and the United King- 
dom which is “‘ developing irreparably.”’ 
This is contrary to the information of 
all Englishmen and all Americans, who 
find that there is now a better feeling 
between the two great nations of the 
English-speaking race than has before 
existed within the memory of man. Then 
the Berliner assures us that, if we will 
only go to war with Great Britain, upon 
a question in which it is not pre- 
tended that we have any National inter- 
est whatever, or any right to intervene, 
the unpopularity of Americans in Eu- 
rope will quickly vanish. ‘“ Europe will 
forget the corruption with which their 
administration and legislation are per- 
meated, and will even largely forgive 
the plutocracy which brought about the 
Spanish war.” 

This is very interesting. We did inter- 
vene once, partly on grounds of human- 
ity, to drive an oppressor out of a mis- 
governed island. But our intervention 
was based, not alone upon the fact that 
Spain was starving and exterminating 
the Gubans; it was based upon the fur- 
ther facts that the operation was going 
on at our doors; that in the course of it 
Spain was making a National nuisance 
of herself, and it was precipitated by 
the treacherous destruction of an Amer- 
ican man,of-war while under Spanish 
protection. All these circumstances re- 
inforced the claims of humanity. Our 
reward was to have our intervention de- 
scribed throughout Germany as a “ rob- 
ber raid.”” That Germany will forgive 
and “largely’’ forget our intervention 
in one war, in which we distinctly had 
business, because of our intervention in 
another, with which we have no business 
whatever, is not a consideration that will 
appeal to Americans as forcibly as the 
Prussian publicist apparently expects it 
to do. 

That a war between Great Britain and 
the United States would be popular in 
Germany we have not the slightest 
doubt. The German feeling would be 
like that of the co-religionist of MpyrEr- 
BEER, who told the composer that “ The 
Huguenots’ was his favorite opera be- 
cause “the Christians kill each other 
and the Jew makes the music.”” ‘‘ The 
American peril’? would be dissipated at 
once for Germany, and the British com- 
petition also, upon the outbreak of such 
a conflict. The junker and the indus- 
trialist would dancé together, under the 
cheerful choreography of Count Von 
BUELOw, to the music of the German 
band. But where would the United States 
come in? One of the dark sayings of 
our esteemed Berlin contemporary is 
that America is ‘“‘ the only country that 
can intervene.”” Why should not Ger- 
many, if she thinks intervention so desir- 
able, intervene herself, and back up the 
Kaiser’s famous telegram to President 
KRUGER? Why should we make our- 
selves the cat’s-paw to pull the German 
chestnuts out of the competitive fire? 

No! The representation of the Prus- 
sian publicist is not what the, critics of 
literature and the drama call “‘ convinc- 
ing.”” It has a certain interest in the 
wonder what induced any human be- 
ing who can read and write to make a 


public show of himself by promulgating 
it. And that is a question which often 
arises about the wonderful deliverances 
upon ‘ Weltpolitik” of the Berlin 
press. Not to speak of London, it would 
be impossible to find in the press of 
Paris, it would be hard to find in the 
press of Vienna, anything approaching 
the complacent ignorance and the un- 
conscious ineptitude of the press of Ber* 
lin when it is talking about foreign af- 
fairs. Apparently, world politics are 
still too recent in Prussia to have in- 
duced the Berlin journalists to acquire 
elementary information about them. 
When we consider the stuff that they 
furnish to the German public as infor- 
mation, it seems that Germany may 
some day have to pay a heavy penalty 
for their ignorance.

thing more than a mark on the map. We 
noticé, however, that our contention is not 
only repeated, but much emphasized, by a 
correspondent of The Boston Transcript 
who has been making a trip through Nova 
Scotia. He declares that he encountered 
only two reminders that he was out of 
New England—the pictures on the bank 
notes and the habit of turning to the left 
instead of to the right on highways and 
sidewalks. “The people,” he continues, 
“for the most part are American in ap- 
pearance, dress, speech, habits, employ- 
ments, and sympathies, And they seem 
more homogeneously American even than 
ourselves—if the paradox be permissible— 
because a smaller proportion of the popula- 
tion is non-Anglo-Saxon. An old New 
England community, not yet invaded to 
any extent by French, Irish, Italians, Ar- 
menians, Poles, or Swedes, would corre- 
spond very closely with the average Nova 
Scotian community. The only difference 
between the two peoples is the mere fact 
that they have developed on opposite sides 
of an imaginary line.’”’ Touching then on the 
point wherein we grieved our critics most 
deeply, The Transcript’s man says: ‘‘ The 
sympathies of these sturdy Nova Scotian 
people are American. They do indeed seem 
to feel more closely allied with the United 
States than with any other country, not ex- 
cepting the great empire to which they owe 
allegiance. They seem to know more about 
American politics and affairs than Cana- 
dian, and are more ready to discuss them. 
An old and intelligent Nova Scotian said to 
me: 
some day we will be annexed to them.’ 
That is going further than we did, and not 
many Nova Scotians would make such a 
remark except in moments of extreme irri- 
tation over Upper Canada's meddling with 
Provincial interests,

—Capt. RICHMOND PEARSON HOBSON, 
who has had in his short career several ex- 
citing experiences, some with Spanish guns 
and some with public opinion, added to 
the number while delivering a lecture in 
Cincinnati this week on ‘The Needs of 
the Navy.” The hero of the Merrimac 
mystery, as is well known, has always 
been a vehement Sampson man, with little 
consideration and no patience for the 
friends and admirers of Admiral ScCHLEY. 
Possibly he does not believe that those 
friends and admirers are quite so numer- 
ous as is commonly supposed, and it may 
have been with the intention of testing the 
matter that he tried a curious experiment 
in the course of his Cincinnati lecture. He 
had described with eloquence and apprecia- 
tion the destruction of CERVERA’s fleet, 
when somebody in the audience shouted: 
“Who did it?’ ‘The man behind the 
gun,” replied the Captain, readily, and 
then, as. the applause subsided, he added: 
‘I desire to modify that statement; it was 
ScHLEY.”’ The sarcasm, for that is what 
it must have been, coming from a Samp- 
sonian, was an utter failure, for the words 
were taken with entire literalness by 
everybody in the hall, apparently, for they 
were greeted with a tumult of cheers that 
lasted for several minutes and formed the 
feature of the evening. So did Capt. 
Hopson get the information for which he 
may or may not have been seeking—the in- 
formation as to the real state of public 
feeling on the merits of the great contro- 
versy which is, most unfortunately, still 
far from settlement. Incidentally, it may 
be noted that Capt. Hopson, as illustrat- 
ing the “needs of the navy,” said that 
there were only two ships in the squadron 
off Santiago which had anything near the 
speed of the Spanish vessels, while the 
rest were a motley crew, which, with 
the exception of the Oregon, had a speed 
average of only about half that of the 
Spanish ships. ‘‘ The Spaniards,” he added, 
*“eould have beaten us off the face of the 
sea—if their vessels had been manned by 


Americans.” 


—cConfident as is, we are sure, the gen- 
eral feeling that the Cornell ‘authorities 
would not, under the pretense of making 
forestry experiments in the Adirondacks, 
reduce great stretches of the woodland in- 
trusted to them to bare, barren, and per- 
manent nakedness, the accusations of the 
Association of Residents on Upper Saranac 
Lake are of a character to create a slightly 
uneasy and impatient curiosity to know 
how the university people will reply. Mod- 
ern forestry, of course, does not aim at 
the indefinite preservation of individual 
trees, but at measures by which the de- 
mand for lumber can be met continuously. 
A misunderstanding of this purpose often 
brings upon the scientific forester unde- 
served hostility from “lovers of nature’”’ 
who are more sentimental than intelligent, 
and not infrequently has the same effect 
in the case of people who are not senti- 
mental at all, but who have yet to realize 
that the best thing to do with a mature 
tree, except in situations where beauty 
counterbalances money value, is to.cut it 
down and so make room for one or several 
young successors. The Saranac residents; 
however, say that Cornell has cut down and 
sold the trees on 500 acres, and has re- 
planted only 75 acres. This is doing so 
little better than the ordinary lumberman, 
that most reckless and improvident of mor- 
tals, that the need of an explanation and 
a defense is obvious. We take it for grant- 
ed that both will be forthcoming. It is im- 
possible to believe that anybody of respon- 
sibility at Cornell has, for the sake of a 
petty aud immediate profit, encouraged or 
even permitted a wholesale destruction of 
the Adirondack forest. That, considering 
the difficulty with which a public demand 
for forest preservation was aroused, and 
the part which Cornell took in bringing 
about the establishment of the State Forest 
Preserve, practically refutes itself. And 
yet—well, the Saranac residents could 
hardly have brought their charges without 
something or other on which to base them. 
The matter deserves instant ventilation.

CUBAN SUGAR AND TOBACCO 
DUTIES. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The action which the present Congress 
should take on the duties on Cuban sugar 
and tobacco should be based not on senti- 
ment, but on the commercial interests at 
stake. The President and Cabinet officers, 
representing the American péople, wish to 
extend assistance to Cuba during this her 
formative period after years of depression 
and misrule, but it seems hardly fair to do 
so at the expense of a home sugar indus- 
try that has taken years of patient investi- 
gation and experiment, and in some cases 
State bounty, to bring into a condition of 
profit. 

The recent history of beet sugar shows 
that vast areas of our arid Western lands 
may be rendered fruitful through its culti- 


vation, giving employment to thousands of 
farmers and factory hands, and furnishing 
from its by-products the best of food for 
great herds of cattle; and that probably 
this country will becomé independent of 
any other in furnishing for itself the very 
important staple, sugar. There are in the 
United States at present 44 active beet- 
sugar factories, with an aggregate capacity 
of 27,500 tons of beets daily while working, 
and % others, with 5,250 tons’ capacity, are 
under construction; the majority have been 
constructed within the past few years since 
the American Beet Sugar Company demon- 
strated the possibility of working the sugar 
beet profitably, and since the Department 
of Agriculture so cleverly pointed out the 
boundaries of the immense area suitable for 
sugar beet culture. 

We are under no obligation to admit Cu- 
ban cane sugar duty free, as now proposed, 
and such a course would not only ruin the 
prospects of our own home industry but 
would tell against the future prosperity of 
Cuba when she becomes the self-supporting 
and independent State that it is our duty 
and pleasure to assist her to become. There- 
fore any action looking to the reduction of 
the duty should be postponed until both 
the American beet sugar industry and the 
Island of Cuba shall have reached such a 
state of permanence and sturdiness as to 
warrant a readjustment of existing duty 
rates.

A DROP FROM THE CANTEEN. 


To the Editor of The New York Tiimes: 

Observing, at a trifle long range, the good 
work your paper is doing in the attempt to 
restore to the army the right to have beer 
with other mild drinks sold at the post ex- 
change, I have thought that the following 
facts in the history of one man of my com- 
mand might be pertinent: 


The soldier in question enlisted Aug. 30, 
1900, and his record of courts-martial is as 
follows: 

1. Absent without leave Feb. 11-20, 1901; 
found guilty, 

2. Absent without leave, March 15-16, 
1901; found guilty. 

8. Absent from check roll call June 2, 
1901; found guilty. 

4. Absent without leave June 11-13, 1901; 
found guilty. 

5. Drunk and disorderly in quarters, July 
27, 1901; found guilty. 

6. Absent from check roll call, Sept. 11; 
absent without leave Sept. 12, and drunk 
in quarters Sept. 12; found syity. 

8, Absence without leave, Sept. 15-16; 
found guilty. 

The days upon which my company was 
paid were, for this period, as follows: From 
Aug. 30, 1900, to June 15, 1901, monthly, 
varying between 7th and 15th of the month. 
Pay for June, 1901, was drawn July 23; for 
July and August, on Sept. 5; for September 
and October, on Nov. 2. The soldier has 
not shown any effects of his Nov. 2 payment, 
us he is still incarcerated in the post guard- 
house in punishment for the offenses of 
Sept. 11-16. 

The Anti-Canteen act became law Feb. 2, 
1901, and very shortly thereafter the beer 
annex to our post exchange was abolished. 
During the first six months (nearly) of this 
soldier’s service, while he was. known to be 
a drinking man, he was never guilty of,an 
absence or of drunkenness, and his court- 
martial record is perfectly clean. 

Further comment is unnecessary. If the 
advocates of the canteen were as fanatical 
as the crazy opponents thereof, would they 
not claim the thorough and utter loss of 
this man’s soul as one of the results of this 
law? And this is but one case of many.

RICHARD STRAUSS’S METHODS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with great pleasure the mu- 
sical articles that your critic, Mr. W. J.

Strauss’s sole desire is to give expres- 
sion to ideas, and, even though his work 
sounds occasionally harsh and discordant 
this is often intentional, as it gives strength 
and ruggedness to the work, rescuing it 
from the ‘faulty faultlessmess’’ of the 
Italian composers.

From the reading of the majority report 
of the Schley court of inquiry and from 
the light of surrounding circumstances an 
the testimony I am led to the following 
suggestions: 

First—There appears to be a settled pur- 
pose on the part of certain interests in 
the United States Naval Department for 
make a.scapegoat for the blunders attend- 
ing tHe so-called Santiago naval campaign 
during the late Spanish war, and that Ad- 
miral Schley is to be the goat. 

Second—That incapacity, narrowminded- 
ness, or prejudice born of advancing age 
and a spirit of martinetism appears upon 
the face of the majority report, read in the 
light of the testimony submitted for judi- 
cial consideration. 

Third—That no retired officer should 


again be selected to sit in judgment or in- 
quiry as to the acts or doings of an officer 
then on the active list. 

Fourth—That an investigation should at 
once be instituted by Congress as to the 
conduct of the entire Navy Department 
and force during that war, in that the mo- 
tives, purposes, and acts of those in au- 
thority, or otherwise behind the scenes, 
may be exposed to the consideration of the 
people of the country. 

Fifth—That the majority report of the 
court is inconsistent and absurd, in that 
while it condemns it refuses to recom- 
mend court-martial, for the one should fol- 
low the other if the first be correct, a 
condition alike unjust and cruel to its vic- 
tim and subversive of that spirit of fair 
play which is our inheritance. 

Sixth—That the country should blaze from 
one end to the other in the light of pa- 
triotic fire in the recOgnition of the cour- 
age, integrity, dnd broadmindedness of the 
gallant Dewey in refusing to sanction the 
unholy and unjust doctrine enunciated and 
embodied in the majority report of the 
court of which he was the ranking but dis- 
senting member.

“MUSICAL ART SOCIETY. 


The first concert of the ninth season of 
the Musical Art Society took place last 
night at Carnegie Hall. The programme 
was as follows:

The audience was one of large size, such 
as habitually turns out to demonstrate the 
fulness of the appreciation of the music 
lovers of New York for the chaste and 
lovely ministrations of the Musical Art So- 
ciety. All that is finest and most desirable 
in the musical life of this metropolis is 
nurtured by these entertainments, in which 
the elements of easy appeal to the unin- 
formed and of cheap hero worship are con- 
spicuous by their absence. It was the in- 
tention of the conductor, Mr. Frank Dame 
rosch, in arrangibg last night's programme 
to contrast the style of Teutonic composers 
with that of the Italian school, represented 
on the list by the instrumental number of 
Corelli. No doubt the distinction would 
have appeared clearer to the audience if the 
Italans had been shown as vocal writers, 
but whatever the success of the conduc- 
tor’s plan, the programme was a pleasing 
one. 

The Christmas thought was found in most 
of the music offered, and in some of the 
numbers it was especially prominent. This, 
of course, was the case with the ‘ Hodie 
Christus Natus Est” of Jan Pieters 
Sweelinck, the brilliant light of the Dutch 
school of polyphonic writers. Sweelinck 


was one of the mighty masters of the last 
half of the sixteenth century, and his 
music is even now issuing in a new edition 
from the press of one of the most prom- 
inent German publishing houses. The num- 
ber heard last night proved to be sin- 
gularly effective in a style not dissimilar 
from that of Josquin des Pres. : 
Schiitz’s setting of the Ninety-eighth 
Psalm for double chorus was found to be 
one of those little masterpieces of. church 
counterpoint which the composers of the 
Netherlands school and their immediate 
successors turned out in such profusion. 
The two Christmas chorals of Bach were 
novelties, inasmuch as they were pub- 
lished by the new Bach: Society only a 
few months ago. They proved to be ex- 
tremely difficult, and they taxed the skill 
of the chorus in the matter of intonation. 
Grell’s great a capella mass for sixteen 
voices was made known to us in 1889 by the 
Oratorio Society, under Walter Damrosch, 
and it carried with it a message of uncom- 
mon profundity. The number heard ‘last 
night was effectively sung. The Corelli 
concerto was enlivened by one of those arti- 
fices which Mr. Damrosch practicés in these 
conerts, and which cannot be called inart- 
istic. The concerto is in D and is the fourth 


. in Corelli's last set; but Mr. Damrosch add- 


ed to it the allegretto from the eighth, 
which was composed especially for the 
Christmas season, and which is as beauti- 
fully pastoral as the music of the shep- 
herds watching their flocks at night 
“The Messiah.” 

The pertormance of this concerto last 
night gave a delightful variety to the pro- 
gramme. It is graceful, fluent music of the 
older style, with touches of solid scholar- 
ship of the sort which made Corelli’s works 
appeal to Bach. The composition was 
played with spirit by a small string orches- 
tra, with Mr. Louis V. Saar attending to 
the thorough bass at the piano. Orlando 
Lasso’s charming madrigal setting of “I 
Know a Maiden Fair to See”’ delighted the 
audience, and there was plenty of be saggy 
for the music of the composers who fol- 
lowed Lasso on the programme. But noth- 
ing aroused the enthusiasm of the audience 
more than the old folk song, “ Stille 
Nacht,” one of the familiar Christmas of- 
ferings of the Musical Art Society. 

The present is the ninth season of the 
‘society, and it is a pleasure to note the 
signs of permanency. These concerts are 
now so popular that there need’be no fear 
of their dying through lack of’ support. 
They are substantially backed persons 
of pecuniary potency, and their high level 
is likely to be maintained as long as Mr. 
Frank Damrosch preserves his health and 
strength. As he is a comparatively young 
man, there is reason to hope that this may 
be for many years. These concerts are 
not likely to wane in interest for want of 
-material. To be sure, much of the music 
which would be suitable for them is still 
to be found only in the libraries of Europe, 
but it is gradually being exhumed and pub- 
lished; and in the meantime there is the 

eat treasure house of Bach, far 
ine exhausted. As an influence in ¢he 
cultivation of fine taste these concerts are 
of inestimable value, while their gracious 
message to those who already have ac- 
quired taste in the musical art is one of 
ceaseless joy. 


“ The Trend of Time.” 


A concert was given yesterday in Men- 
delssohn Hall for the purpose of introduc- 
ing to the public a new song cycle called 
“The Trend of Time.’ This is a setting 
of a series of verses on the months of the 
year. The verses are by William H. Gard- 
ner of Boston and the music by a baritone 
singer named Harry Girard, who has been 
in the habit of writing over the nom de 
plume of “ Victor Kemp.” Mr. Girard ap- 
peared at yesterday’s concert in the dual 
role of composer and singer. His setting 
consists of solos, duets, and quartets for 
soprano, contralto, tenor, and baritone, and 
he had the assistance of Mrs. Seabury 
Ford, Miss Marguerite Hall and Mr. Mae- 
kenzie Gordon in the singing, and of Victor 
Harris at the piano. The audience which 
listened to the music was large and con- 
siderate. 

Mr. Gardner’s lyrics are not at all in- 
spiring, and a more gifted composer than 
Mr. Girard would have found difficulty in 
writing good music for some of thém. 
These verses are made a little better than 
the average operetta lyric, and possibly 
that fact suggested the nature of the set- 
ting. Mr. Girard’s music would be very ef- 
fective on the operetta stage, but it falls 
short of thedemandsof the concert platform. 
Perhaps in smaller towns, where song. 
cycles of the “ Persian Garden” variety 
are novelties, Mr. Girard’s work would 
be received with delight. In Mendelssohn 
Hall yesterday afternoon it sounded 
strangely naive and innocent. The cycle 
was preceded by the singing of four duets 
of Brahms by Mrs. Ford and Miss Hall, 
and three songs by Mr. Gordon.

IN THE INDIAN SHOP. 

At last, after many days, Poor Lo is be- 
coming something of a fad, and everything 
that he—or more truly the squaw—makes 
is in great demand. There are some stun- 


ning Indian goods in town just now, quan- 


tities of them collected by a scientific 
exploring expedition under the best of 
auspices and showing the best work of 
the American Indians of different tribes, 
ancient efforts and modern, much of it 
characteristic and some less individual, but 
interesting in itself and because of the 
people who have made it. 

: *,* 

To begin with silver, and every one is in- 
terested in silver just at present, there are 
delightful things and never two of them 
alike, for that is not the Indian’s way. 
There are silver finger rings, some of them 
old and some of them new, some set with 
turquoise matrix, some dark, and some of 
a white silver which looks frosted. The 
frosted effect is obtained in an entirely 
primitive way, for the Indians score the 
rings, necklaces, whatever they are mak- 
ing, with river’ sand on buckskin, The 
rings cost according to the size of the tur- 
quoise matrix in them, usually from $1 up. 

s,* 

Silver necklaces made by the Indians are 
really wonderfully beautiful, hammered 
out of solid silver coins, and one will make 
necklaces for at least two persons and 
leave enough beads for pendants for a 
number of others. The beads of these 
necklaces are round, of the: beautifully 
frosted silver, and each about half an inch 
in diameter. At intervals in the necklace 
there is a bead with a long flower-like end, 


charming in design and most effective. 
There is an elaborate pendant to each 
necklace of some odd design set with tur- 
quoise matrix the size of the pieces, de- 
termining to some extent the value of the 
necklace. 


*,* 

There are silver bracelets of all sizes and 
designs, all more or less crude and all in- 
teresting. Some are round and others are 
flat. They range in price from $1.25 to $5 
and $6. They are the bracelets which do 
not meet, being relics of the days when 
the Indians used bows and arrows, and the 
bracelets were used for the bow string 
guard to support the large flat piece of 
metal at the front, the guard proper. But 
with the disuse of this method of warfare 
the guard was omitted and the bracelets 
with the opening where the guard had been 
were still worn. 

*,° 

There is much to say about the Indian 
buttons with which the Navajos, who make 
them, button their moccasins and decorate 
their clothes. The smaller buttons, which 
are perhaps the prettiest, are round and 
crinkled, and cost 25 cents apiece. They 
are perhaps as large as a ten-cent piece, 


but atched.in the centre, and are useful for 
anything from a gown to a coat. The 
other buttons vary in size and increase in 
price as they do in diameter. The larger 
ones are $1 each. 


*,* 

Largest among the pleces of silver and 
showing the best work are the silver 
bridles for horses. These are remarkably 
handsome, and will cost from $40 to $60. 
A New York merchant, the head of one of 


the largest firms in the city, has one of 
these bridles, which he bought in Arizona, 
and is using in New York, and he is the 
envy of all his friends,

Long strings of wampum, some very old 
and others of more recent make, though 
none is made now, will cost according to 
quality, the age, and the amount of tur- 
quoise in them. Several strings come in a 
single necklace, and they are not separat- 
ed. A seven-strand necklace will cost from 
$12 to $20, another three string at $3.75 a 


strand, and a very fine asta wampum 
necklace will run as high as $250. There is 
coral mixed with some of thea necklaces 
with pretty effect. The turquois is set in 
at intervals, in some necklaces once in 
every seven beads.

Most unusual to civilized eyes in con- 
nection with Indian work is the collection 
of spoons which they have made, pound- 
ing them out in the same manner as the 
jewelry, buttons, and harness. They are 
crude, but any woman would like one for a 


souvenir and find it interesting as a piece 
of table furniture. Some of the smaller 
spoons have the ends of the handles cut in 
the shape of Indians’ heads. 
s,° 
Funny little Indian dolls in the carriages 
in which small Indian motherg carry them 
on their backs are curious. Some have the 
one has yarn hair, and 
some have only the blue spots of the ma- 
terial of which the doll is made for fea- 
tures. These are Agac he doll babies, and 
will cost from $1.50 to $3. Some of the car- 
riages are trimmed with beads.

The Hoopa Indians of California make 
their papoose carriages of woven wicker, 
and one of these made for an ordinary 


sized papoose will cost $3, and alas! for 
sentiment, civilized people use them for 
paper racks.

MARCONI SPEAKS AT A 
LUNCHEON IN HIS HONOR. 


Says the Rate from, Here to England by 
Wireless Telegraphy May Ba a 
Cent or Less Per Word. 


ST. JOHN’S, N. F., Dec. 19.—Sir Caven- 
dish Boyle, Governor of Newfoundland, 
gave a large luncheon in honor of Signor 
Marconi to-day. Among those present were 
Premier Bond, the Cabinet Ministers, and 
the heads of departments. The affair was 
practically 2 State function. 

Gov. Boyle, in proposing Signor Mar- 
coni’s health, spoke at length on the in- 
ventor’s work since his arrival in the col- 
ony, and referred in ‘a glowing manner to 
what his latest exploit means to the scien- 
tific world and what it may soon mean to 
the world of commerce. The Governor 
commented briefly upon the embargo placed 
by the Anglo-American Telegraph Com- 
pany on Signor Marconi’s experiments, and 
expresved the hope that an amicable set- 
tlement would soon be reached. The speak- 
er thanked Signor Marconi for having se- 
lected Newfoundland as the scene of these 
most important experiments. He said this 
illustrated the important strategic value of 
the island. He closed by congratulating 
the inventcr upon his approaching mar- 
riage. 

In replying, Signor Marconi thanked Sir 
Cavendish for the many kindnesses shown 
to him, (Marconi,) and for his flattering 
remarks. After referring to the important 
factor {n the progress of civilization which 


lies in facility of communication between 
different countrie?, Signor Marconi said 

“If my system of wireless telegraphy 
can be commercially established between 
different parts of the earth, in regard to 
the possibility of which I may state I 
have not the slightest doubt, would 
bring about an enormous cheapening in the 
methods of communication at present ex- 
isting. The system of cabmar rine cables of 
to-day fulfills the demands of communica- 
tion to a great extent. But the great cost 
of the cables themselves, and their heavy 
working expenses, cause the existing meth- 
od to be beyond the reach of a majority 
of the people inhabiting the various coun- 
tries of the world. ut could this new 
method be applied, I believe the cost of 
what we now call cabling to England mignt 
be reduced at least twenty fold. The pres- 
ent rate is twenty-five cents a word. 
do not see why, eventually, with the wire- 
less system, this cost should not be re- 
duced to one cent a word or less.”’ 

Observing that he was half a Britisher by 
birth, Signor Marconi continued: 

‘With regard to the British Empire, the 
wireless system has a quite epee ecial import- 
ance, as facilitating the methods of com- 
munication between the Mother country 
and her great colonies beyond the seas, 
and it cannot but result in still more firmly 
cementing the bond of unity and a com- 
mon cause in the interest of civilization, of 
which the Empire has, during the anxious 
times of the last two or three years, given 
such a splendid example to the world. This 
colony of Newfoundland is the first in 
which a message was received by cable 
from across the ocean, and I am glad to 
say it has equally been the first to receive 
& message across this same ocean without 
a cable. It is my sincere wish that, if there 
is uaa useful in my method this coun- 
try should not be the last nor the least In 
participating in its benefits. It is my sin- 
cere Wish that Gov. Boyle and the members 
of his Government may, in the future, al- 
ways have cause to look back with satis- 
faction on the great assistance and en- 
couragement they have afforded me in the 
carrying out of my work.” 

Signor Marconi's local lawyer has in- 
formed counsel for the Anglo-American 
Telegraph Company that Marconi will tem- 
porarily cease his tests, and, without ad- 
mitting the rights of the Anglo-American 
Company, will notify that company prior 
to resuming the tests, 

Signor arconi expects to receive mes- 
sages from London to-night giving the final 
result of the negotiations. Upon the result 
will depend whether he will remain here or 
go to Nova Scotia. It is reported-that a 
settlement is likely to be arrived at.” The 
Anglo-American Telegraps Company is said 
to be willing to make liberal concessions, 
in view of public feeling, and the belief in 
some scientific quarters is that the system 
is not likely to be perfected, commercially, 
before the Anglo-American Company’s 
monopoly expires,

His Fiancee About to Come to New 
York — Belief that the Wedding 
Is Set for Next Week. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dee, 19,—Miss Jo- 
sephine Holman, finacée of Signor Mar- 
coni, admitted to-day that she was about 


to join Signor Marconi in New York, al- 


thugh she refused to state the time of her 
departure.

Lieut. Gov. Woodruff at Reception Says 
He Wishes He Had Time to 
Study the Bible. 

John D. Rockefeller, Jr., made the 
dress of welcome last evening at The Club, 
11 West Forty-fifth Street. The occasion 
was an informal reception given by the 
Young Men's Bible Class of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Baptist Church, of which class Mr. 
Rockefeller, Jr., is the leader, to the hono- 
rary members of the class. He said he 
hoped that The Club would be the head- 
quarters of the class on week days, and 
that the members would meet in little 
groups evening by evening and become bet- 
ter acquainted. He then called upon Robert 
C, Ogden, an honorary member of the class. 

Mr. Ogden spoke of the interest he felt in 
the clubhouse. 

Lieut. Gov. T. L. 
speaker, said in part: 

“IT agree with President Roosevelt that 
this is a strenuous life. After the turmoil 
of a political campaign it ts a relief to come 
into the atmosphere of this club. I wish 
I might have time to devote to the study 
which you somuch enjoy. Our country is 
gaining the financial and commercial su- 
remacy of the world; other countries are 

ooking at us; and when a man like Mr. 
Rockefeller devotes his time to a cause like 
this, I say, not only God be praised, but the 
U nited States be praised. 

‘For such a man to assume such duties 
as these is a matter upon which all the 
people of the universe otght to congratulate 
each other, And the fact that this work is 
not on the basis of the old puritanical days, 
but of the present hour, is an assurance 
that it will conduce to practical results—to 
the very highest standards of living among 
men 

When the applause subsided after “Mr. 
Woodruff’s address, Mr. Rockefeller ex- 
claimed, ‘‘I wish I had not called upon 
you,” and everybody laughed. 

The Rev. Dr. R. P. Johnston 
called upon, and said: 

“TI rejoice in this departure from the old 
ideas of Bible school work and in these 
new ideas and methods. We want a re- 
ligion in the world that lifts the world up 
and makes it better—a religion that can 
laugh and that can rejoice in manhood.”’ 

W. E. Church presided during the even- 
ing. and Miss Grosjean sang several selec- 
tions. J. D. Rockefeller, Jr., in common 
with the other guests present, went around 
during the evening with his name pinned 
to the cages of his coat. 


GERMAN “MEAT INSPECTION. 


Date for Promillgation of the Law Not 
Set—Expected Effect of Suspension 


of American Inspections. 

BERLIN, Dec. 19.—A representative of 
the Foreign Office says that the law re- 
quiring the inspection of foreign meat at 
German ports of entry has neither been 
decreed nor is in force, nor has the date 
of its promulgation been determined 

The attention of the Foreign Office was 
called to statements in German newspapers 
to the effect that this law would go into 
force next Jan. 4. Such statements, said 


the representative of the Foreign Office, 
although they had been made both in Ger- 
many and the United States, were incor- 
rect, He intimated that this law might be 
put into operation some time in 10, and 
said the Government of the United States 
Would be informed immediately if a defi- 
nite determination was reached. 

Judging by the cablegrams received here 
through diplomatic channels, the mat ex- 
porters of the United States are much con- 
cerned over the new regulations, which 
will exclude packages weighing less than 
eight pounds, and think that if the regula- 
tions are harshly administered they will 
constitute an embargo on all pork imports. 

The agents of American packers at Ham- 
burg think the suspension of microscopical 
meat inspections in the United States, be- 
ginning Jan..8, a great mistake, and that 
it is possibly due to misapprehension of 
Germany’s intentions under the new law. 

The Central Bureau for the Preparation 
of Commercial Treaties issued a statement 
to-day in which it said that the discon- 
tinuance in the United States of Govern- 
ment meat examinations would necessarily 
stop the import of American meat into 
Germany and other Continental countgies. 
This statement calls attention to the agree- 

ment of .1891, according to the terms of 
sybian the United States expressly agrees 
to issue certificates to accompany all meats 
after they have_ been inspected. 

Germany's rigdrous exclusion of foreign 
hogs has raised the price of fresh pork by 
several cents above the prices of 1000. The 
Allgemeine Fleischer Zeitung has published 
statistics of forty-three of the principal 
municipal slaughterhouses of Germany, 
showing that 255,110 hogs wees slaughtered 
in November, 1961, as dings 315,381 
slaughtered in November, 10 The paper 
also says the animals killed this year are 
of inferior quality.

He Obtained Several Thousand Marks 


from Americans in Berlin. 
BERLIN, Dec. 19.—The police of this 
city are seeking for a young American 
calling himself Harry Marshall, who dis- 
appeared from Berlin on Tuesday night. 


Marshall obtained several thousand 
marks, in cash and jewelry, from Ameri- 
can residents here. He represented him- 
self as a native of Cincinnati, a former em- 
ploye ofeSenator Foraker, and a friend of 
“John McClain, Clerk of the Republican 
National Committee,’ and said he was here 
for his health. Marshail obtained oppor- 
tunities to swindle by showing letters 
written on the stationery of United States 
officials. Herr Sachs, a jeweler, from 
whom Marshall obtained some diamonds, 
knew the fugutive in Chicago, under the 
name of Vernon.

BOSTON, Dec. 19.—Edward T. Horn- 
blower, widely known formerly in business 
circles, died to-day at his home, in Arling- 
ton, aged seventy-three years. He was 
born in England. For ten years he was the 
senior partner in the brokerage firm of 
Hornblower & Page. 

The deceased was educated in a private 
school] of New York City and in the prepar- 
atory department of Golumbia College. His 
early businggs life was spent in his father's 
office, in New York. He then enga aged in 
the manufacturing and jobbing business 
on his own account, and als@ became a 
partner in a leading Chicago house, under 
the name of Samuel Hoard & Co. 

At the breaking out of the civil war Mr. 
Hornblower feund his large business inter- 
ests in the South so disturbed and broken 
up that he gave up in disgust, and removed 
to Boston with his family. 

He was appointed auditor and clerk of the 
Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad Company 
and remained in that position untij the 
road fell into the hands of Jay Gould and 
the office was femoved to New York. He 
also held a similar position in other roads, 
until obliged to retire on account of ill- 
health. 

In 1878 he established the brokerage house 
of Hornblower & Page, which continued 
until Mr. Page's death. The business was 
then conducted by Mr. Hornblower’s son, 
and the present house of Hornblower & 
Weeks.

Yale Medical Men Favor Three Miles—

COLONIAL BREWERY ASSIGNS. 


Action Result of Deficiency Judgment 
for $101,210. 

The Colonial Brewery, ales and lager, of 

240 West Highteenth Street, has made an 

assignment to James W. Hyde. The deed 


was signed by Charles Heidenheimer, the 
Vice President and Secretary, by authority 
of the Board of Directors. The assignment 
was caused by a deficiency judgment for 
$101,210, which was entered against the cor- 
poration on Wednesday in favor of the Cen- 
tral Trust Company, growing out of the 
foreclosure sale of the real estate of the 
doncern on Nov. 17 last. 

It had been expected that this would be 
arranged, but at the last moment it could 
not be accomplished.

The Habilities out- 
side of the deficiency judgment are said to 
be not over $70,000, and it is Se that 
an arrangement will be made within a few 
days by which the brewery will resume 
business.

101,210 was issued to puty Sheriff Pren- 

ergast, but he could not take possession, 
- the assignee had already taken posses- 
sion. 

The Colonial Brewery was incorporated 
under New York laws on March 26, 1897, 
with a capital stock of $1,200,000, and took 
up the business of the Bavarian Star Brew- 
ing Company, which had been sold out 
under foreclosure, the creditors of that 
company becoming _ stockholde in the 
Colonial Brewery. The latter did consid- 
erable business, but it was said in the trade 
that it did not have sufficient capital to 
extend the business and compete with 
larger coricerns.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Yesterday’s stock market was essen- 
tially a ‘“ waiting’’ market, nearly all 
speculative activity, save and except in 
Copper itself. coming to a halt during 
the day because of the uncertainty in re- 
spect to the probable action of the Amal- 
gamated Directors at their meeting 
scheduled for the afternoon. Inasmuch 
a3 no announcement of this action was 
made until some time after the close of 
business, the general market may be 
said to have ended as it began—waiting 
and doubtful. 

Only in Amalgamated itself was there 
any show of activity. Indeed, it may 
safely be said that that issue gave to 
the market practically all of its life, not 
alone because of the stock’s activity, but 
because of its wonderful pyrotechnics.

As for the action of the Directors, it 
affords no occasion for surprise. In 
truth, the Street was prepared for al- 
most anything—from the passing of the 
dividend to a declaration of 1% per cent. 
It is not without significance that the 
dividend actually fixed is not set out as 
a quarterly one—this, it may be stated 
on authority, because the Directors feel 
that three months hence trade condi- 
tions—because of improvement and trade 
understandings hoped for—may warrant 
a declaration of more than 1 per cent., 
and that the word quarterly, therefore, 
at this time would be misleading. Cer- 
tainly the official statement given out, 
following the dividend meeting, is by no 
means a pessimistic document.

STATE SCHOOL STATISTICS. 


Number of Districts Decreasing, Whilé 
Value of Be igh geer i Has Increased. 
ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 19.—Superintendent 
of Public lan Charles R. Skinner 
has completed his statistical tables for the 

school year ended July 31, 1901. 

The total number of school districts in the 
tows is 10,741, being a decrease from last 
year of 50, thus showing that the good 
work of dissolving small, weak districts is 
steadily progressing. 

The value of schcol property in the State 
is estimated at $1€,916,688 for the towns 
and $70,375,726 for the cities, making a total 
for the State of $87,292,414, showing an in- 
crease Of $5,523,919 over last year’s esti- 
mate. 

In the entire State there were 1,621,087 
children of school age, of whom 1,242,416 
att2nded the public schools, with an aver- 
age daily attendance of 873,157. The num- 
ber attending private schools added to the 
number registered in the public schools 
gives a total registration of 1,420,444 out 
of a school population of 1,621,087. 

The total amount paid for teachers’ sal- 
aries in the towns was $5,183,630, in the 
cities $16,320,980, making a total for the 
State of $21,504,619. This shows an increase 
in the salaries paid teachers in the towns 
of $131,545, in the cities of $2,154,181, or a 
total increase in the State of $2,285,726. Of 
this increase $2,066,085 is accounted for in 
Greater New York alone. 

The total cost of maintaining che public 
schoois of the State during the past year 
was $7,678,120 in the towns and $28,717,148 
in the ‘cities, making a total for the State 
of $36,395,269, showing an increase in the 
towns of $154,221, and in the cities of $2,- 
819,556, or a total increase in the expendi- 
turés for the State of $2,973,778. Of this 
amount $22,845,658 was expended by the 
City of New York alone. 

The average cost per pupil for maintain- 
ing the scrocls during the past year, based 
on an average dally attendance, was, for 
the towns, $25,82; for the cities, $49.88, an 
average for the State of 341,68. 

The State Inspectors under the compul- 
sory education law have made during the 
past year 1,498 visits. The number of casest 

of truancy or irregularity Investigated ay 
focal attendance officers was approximatel 
190,000. Vhe number of children committed 
to the truent schools was 1,601. 

Sixteen cities -of the State nai 
training schcols during the year, four o 
which conducted separate kindergarten de» 
partments and one a kindergarten depart- 
ment only. To the candidates attending 
these schools about 450 training school cer- 
tificates were issued. In the union schools 
and academies 112 training classes were 
conducted with a registration of 1,646 for 
the first term and 1,689 for the second 
term, 1,150 training class certificates were 
issued to the members of these classes. The 
tota! cost of maintaining these classes ae 
schools was $129,630.05. “ 


NEW TELEPHONE COMBINE. 


Independent Lines in the Northwest to 
Amaigamate. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 19.—It was learned 
here last night from an authoritative 
souree that the owners of the independent 


telephone lines in Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
and Northern Michigan will unite to form 
a long-distance toll line service in the 
Northwest, to compete with the Erie sys- 
tem in this section.

CHICAGO FACES A COAL FAMINE. 


Extremely Cold Weather Makes Condi- 
tions Additionally Unpleasant. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—Chicago is staring a 
coal famine in the face, and 15 degrees be- 
low zero is predicted by the Weather Bu- 
reau within twenty-four hours. Through- 


out the entire city big consumers of hard 
and soft coal are begging shippers to sup- 
ply them, but without avail. The severe 
weather and the floods throughout the coal 
mining districts have tied up railroads to 
such an extent that shipment is almost ‘tee 
possible. 

To add to the serious shortage railroad 
companies are exerting their prerogative 
of confiscating car lots of coal as fast as 
they arrive here, and are putting them 4 
their own use. Large business houses are 
suffering severely for the want of coal, and 
many concerns are hampered by reason of 
insufficient steam. power. To-day many 
owners of large buildings were besieging 
coal dealers and begging that they be = 
plied with enough co to tide over 2 
zero weather.

LEGAL NOTES. 


STATUTE OF FRAUDs.—After Alfred Hall, 
John L. Vosburgh and George P. Moore 
had organized a corporation, known as the 
3uffalo Gas Saving Company, to sell the 
‘Economist gas governor,” the wife of 
Moore paid Vosburgh, one of the owners 
of the invention, $1,500 for a one-fifth in- 
terest In the corporation, her husband not 
having the money. Vosburgh agreed, so it 
was alleged in an action brought against 
him by Mrs. Moore, to repay her the $1,500 
“on demand at any time subsequent to 
one year from the date of said oral agree- 
ment, provided Mrs. Moore did not, within 
one year, receiye a profit of at least 20 
per cent. of said sum of $1,500."". No profits 
were realized, or at least none were paid 
to Mrs. Moore or her husband, during the 
first year of the corporation’s existence. 
At the end of the year Mrs. Moore de- 
manded of Vosburgh the $1,500, and of- 
fered to surrender the stock. On the trial 
of the case, in Erie County, the court up- 
held the defense of the Statute of Frauds, 
that the contract was not in writing and 
Was not to be performed within one year, 
and, therefore, there could be no recovery. 
The Fourth Appellate Division has affirmed 
the judgment. It was urged on behalf of 
Mrs. Moore, that Vosburgh might, at his 
option, have discharged the obligation at 
any time before the expiration of the year, 
and that, therefore, within the rule laid 
down in Blake vs. Voight (134 N. Y., 6v,) 
the statute does not apply. ‘‘ The applica- 
tion of such a rule,” says Justice McLen- 
nan, for the court, “ does not make valid 
the agreement in question. Its obligation 
continued until the full expiration of the 
year, Until then it could not be discharged. 
It is suggested that the defendant might 
have paid the profits before the expiration 
of the year, but it could not be known 
until its expiration whether or not the busi- 
ness of the year would yleld profits. If 
the business had resulted in profits during 
the first six months after the agreement in 
question was made, they might have been 
all lost or dissipated in the last hour of 
the contract period, so that the year's bus- 
iness would show a net loss instead of 
profits; and if the profits so earned during 
said six months had been paid to the

RIGHT OF Way.—An action was brought 
in the Supreme Court in 1893 by John Fritz 
against Winfield Tompkins to restrain the 
latter from obstructing a private road or 
right of way which Fritz claimed to have 
over the land of Tompkins. The plaintiff 
and defendant own adjoining farms, known, 
respectively, as Lots 5 and 6. The high- 
way does not touch Fritz’s farm, and he 
has no mode of egress or ingress, except 
over the right of way. Back in 1870 the 
two farms had one owner, who, in convey- 
ing the farm now owned by Fritz to one 
Reynold, gave the latter a right of way 
over the farm now owned by the defendant. 
When the latter's property was conveyed 
by the owner of both farms the right of 
way was reserved to the use of Lot 5. 
The farms continued to have separate own- 
ers down to about 1881, when they came 
into the hands of Egbert A. Clark. While 
the latter was the owner of both farms, the 
right of way was not used. Prior to that 
it had been used without interruption or 
interference. The plaintiff purchased from 
Clark, in 1884, but nothing was said in the 
deed about an intention to grant a right of 
way. After the trial at Special Term the 
court found in favor of the plaintiff, but 
the judgment was reversed by the Appel- 
late Division. The order of the latter court 
has been set aside by the Court of Appeals, 
which holds that there was no merger or 
extinguishment of the right of way when 
Clark took title, or when he conveyed to 
the plaintiff and defendant, respectively, 

In the course of hit 
opinion Justice Bartlett, for the court of 
last resort, says: “In the case at bar a 
right of way by ‘necessity was originally 
ereated, has continuedin use without in- 
terruption, and must be read into,the deeds 
from Clark and his widow to the parties 
herein. The respondent, seeks to meet this 
general and well-established rule by the 
suggestion that where both the dominant 
and servient estates are united in the same 
person, and he afterward conveys the 
servient estate without reservation of the | 
right of way existing by necessity, the lat- 
ter is agus. as it would be in dero- 
ation of his grant to insist upon it.

CHANGING THE CODE 


Skyscrapers Should Be Built of 
Best Fireproof Material. 


Insurance Companies and Architects 
Also Protest Against Tampering 
with Present Law — Danger to 
Life and Property Shown. 


A public hearing was held yesterday on 
the proposed. amendment to the Building 
Code which will allow the builders of sky- 
scrapers over twelve stories in height to 
use non-fireproof material in many impor- 
tant parts of the structures. The present 
building law requires that every part of 
buildings over 150 feet in height shall be 
fireproof. Aldermen Byrne opened the

Alderman Wolf, who introduced the pro- 
posed amendment, said that a majority of 
the builders were opposed to the use of fire- 
proofing materials. 

A petition was then introduced by those 
opposed to the amendment, signed by over 
fifty architects and builders, declaring 
that it would be a menace to public sdfety 
to permit lofty buildings of any kind to be 


| fitted with wood that is inflammable. 


The following insurance companies also 
protested against the amendment to the 
Building Code: Niagara, Phenix of 
Brooklyn, National of Hartford, Eagle, 
Agricultural, British American, Security of 
Connecticut, Kings County of New York, 
Thuringia of Germany, Western, and the 
Home Insurance Company of New ¥ork. 

Harry D. Gue, editor of The Insurance 
Engineer, said the present Building Code 
had been prepared after months of work 
by a commission appointed by Mayor Vaa 
Wyck at a cost of $180,000, and that now 
it_was proposed to take a backward step. 

Max Bachert, Vice President of the Elec- 
tric Fireproofing Company, stated that the 
people who were opposing the use of fire- 
proof materials were making misstatements 
as to delays which might take place if such 
He said: 

‘* When a contractor starts to work on an 
office building he makes contracts in ad- 
his steel and iron, and if con- 
fireproof materials there would never be 

I will guarantee that. It is not 
true that the fireproof wood is difficult to 
handle. 

‘*Some of the largest and best protected 
buildings from fire in New York are built 
of this material. The Dun Building, the 
Marshall Building, the Atlantic Mutual 
Building, and the building at Cedar and 
we Streets have complied with the 
aw.” 

Alderman Wolf contended that the Navy 
Department had ceased to use fireproof 
wood. Vice President Bachert then intro- 
letter from Assistant Secretary 
Hackett of the Navy Department showing 
that tests had been made of wood taken 
from the torpedo boat Winslow after be- 
ing in use for five years, and the fireproof 
properties still remained. Vice President 
Bachert added that over sixty vessels of 
the United States Navy were equipped with 
fireproof wood, and that the Government 
was ordering thousands of dollars’ worth 
of such material every year. 

Edward H. Warren, who appeared for the 
George A. Fuller Construction Company, 
said that fireproof wood would retain its 
properties for six months and would then 
crumble. He also said that fireproof wood 
was hard to work into a building. He fur- 
ther claimed that its use would not add to 
safety in case of fire. 

‘Alderman Parsons said: 

Is any corporation or 
George A. Fuller Company 
amendment?”’ 

Mr. Warren said he was not at liberty to 
give out the names of the corporations or 
people who favored the amendment in™a 
public hearing.

‘The Fuller Company is the corporation 
which should acknowledge that it has sel- 
fish motives at stake in this matter. The 
question of public life and safety should be 
above the question of increasing the divi- 
There is no good 
reason why this amendment should pass.’”’ 

A mass of documents was offered in evi- 
dence by the contestants. A report on the 
proposed amendment is expected to be 
made at the meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men On Tuesday next.

COLUMBIA’S CHAIR OF CHINESE. 
Gen. H. W. Carpentier Acknowledges 
that He Donated the $100,000 
to Found It. 

The speculation which has been rife re- 
garding the identity of the donor of $100,- 
000 to Columbia University some time ago 
for the founding of a Chair of Chinese 
Language and Literature, was cleared up 
last night when Gen. H. W. Carpentier 
acknowledged that the fund had been 

given by him. 

Gen, Carpentier, who has just returned 
from San Francisco after a _ protracted 
illness, was seen last night at his home, 
108 East Thirty-seventh Street. He has 
been mentioned several times in connection 
with the gift, and although it was made 
anonymously, the fact that the name ap- 
plied to the gift, ‘“‘The Dean Lung Fund,” 
was identical with that of Gen. Carpen- 
tier’s Chinese servant or companion, was a 
coincidence which pointed strongly toward 
Gen, Carpentier as the donor, This coin- 
cidence Was mentioned to the General, and 
he was asked whether he was the donor. 

He replied: 

“It would be affectation on my part to 
try to conceal or makeea mystery of a 
matter which has already in so:ne way 
become known to the public, but I do not 
see what interest the public has or can 
have in the mere matter of the identifica- 
tion of the giver. If the gift is of any im- 
pertance that is the main aay 

Gen. Carpentier is in hopes that his gift 
may lead to others and for larger ones for 
the same purpose. 

“One hundred thousand dollars is hardly 
enough to make a respectable beginning, 
he said, ‘‘and a million dollars would not 
be too much for: a Chinese department 
which should comprise several professors, 
and should confine ‘itself by no means to 
the language alone. The language should 
be used only as a means of studying the 
people and their country. China ifs destined, 
lL believe, to be our greatest market.”’ 

The note which accompanied the letter 
of donation said that the money had been 
saved from tobacce and whisky. Gen. 
Carpentier said that expression had been 
xreatly misconstrued, It seemed to be the 
opinion of most people, he said, that it 
meant the money had been earned in the 
tobacco and whisky trade, while what he 
intended to say was that he had saved the 
money by total abstinence from the use of 
tobacco and whisky. 

_Acting President Nicholas M. Butler of 
Columbia, when questioned last night in 
regard to the new Chinese Chair, refused 
to make any statement, except that a 
general announcement of the disposition of 
the fund and the arrangements for pur- 
suing the study of Chinese at Columbia 


would be made shortly after the opening of 
the new year.

WOMAN SAVED AT A FIRE. 


She Was About to Jump from a Win- 
dow When Policemen Seized Her 
—A Studio Damaged. 

During a fire in the studio of Louis 
Proudfoot & Son on the second floor of 
1,695 Broadway, at 5:30 yesterday after- 
noon, Mrs. Mary Ferris, seventy years old, 
was about to jump from the top floor win- 
dow when she wns prevented by Policemen 
J. T. Conway and Heinrich Stool and car- 

ried to the roof. 

The building is a five-story flat, two 
doors from the Hotel Bayard. The Proud- 
foot studio occupies the second floor, Oscar 
Theoddre Axies occupies the upper floors 
with an employment agency, and Randall's 
harness shop the first floor. Policeman 
Flanders, who was on guard at the ruins 
of the fire at 1,600 Broadway, on Wednes- 
day night, saw flames coming from one of 
the studio windows and sounded an alarm. 

Twenty women and ten men in the em- 
ployment agency were frightened by the 
smoke and the cries of “ fire,’’ and they 
rushed down stairs to the street. 

Bertrand Pierris, the proprietor of the 
Bayard, ran to Policemen Conway and 
Stool, across the street, and told them that 
an old woman was standing at a window 
of the burning house, about to jump. The 
officers rushed up stairs through the smoke 
and seized Mrs. Ferris, who had been left 
behind in the general rush for sufety. She 
was hysterical. Guests of the Bayard and 
people in the street thought Mrs. Ferris 
was lost until she was carried down. She 
was suffering from shock. 

The fire, which caused damage of $2,500, 
was confined to the studio, but water 
flooded the harness shop. The Proudfoots 
are heraldic and monogram artists. They 
had some oil canvases in the studio, but 
just what the vaiue of them was could not 
be learned, as the members of the firm 
live in Yonkers, and were not at the fire 
last night. 





MUTINY ON A BRITISH SHIP. 


Two Sailors on the Tonerle Attack Of- 
ficers with an Iron Bar and a 
Sledge Hammer. 

Two sailors of the crew of the British 
freight steamship Tonerle, which is lying at 
the Havemeyver Sugar Refinery, foot of 
South Fourth Street, Brooklyn, are in jail 
as a result of a murderous assault upon of- 
ficers of the vessel. The men are Peter 

McCullor and Robert Bowick. 

The Tonerle arrived here from Glasgow 
a few days ago. While crossing the At- 
lantic the two sailors tried to incite mutiny 
among the crew and were put in irons. 
When the steamship was within a day's 
run of Sandy Hook McCullor and Bowick 
expressed sorrow for their act to Capt. 
Major, and begged to be released. Their 
request was granted on their promise not 
to cause further trouble. After the vessel 
was docked on Wednesday, shore leave 
was given the crew. McCullor and Bowick 
became intoxicated, and when they re- 
turned aboard yesterday morning they tried 
to incite the crew to mutiny again. The 
crew refused to listen to them, and the 
noise of the quarrel brought the Captain 
and the ship’s first and second officers, 
John Yeli and George Morris, to the scene. 
They handcuffed the two mutinous sailors 
and put them in the cook’s galley. 

Three hours later the two men broke 
their irons. McCullor armed himself with 
an iron bar and Bowick with a sledge ham- 
mer. Then they went into the cabin, where 
Yell and Morris were, and made an attack 
on both. Yell succeeded in felling McCul- 
lor, but Bowick knocked Morris senseless 
with the sledge hammer. Then Bowick 
went to the Captain's room, but the Cap- 
tain, having been awakened by the tur- 
moil, had armed himself with a_ cutlass. 
He floored Bowick with a blow from his 
weapon and then, aided by the first officer, 
handeuffed the two mutineers. The in- 
juries of all were dressed by the ship’s 
surgeon, after which word was sent to the 
Bedford Avenue Police Station. A patrol 
wagon, took McCuilor and Bowick to the 
station house, and later they were con- 
veyed to the Lee Avenue Police Court, 
where Magistrate O'Reilly committed them 
to jail and notified the British Consul to 
take charge of the prisoners.
